@4IR. GLADSTONE RECEIVES THE 
QUEEN’S COMMANDS. 


A FORECAST AS TO THE COMPOSITION OF 


HIS CABINET—HIS JOURNEY TO OS- 
BORNE—KISSING THE QUEEN’S HAND. 
LonpDon, Feb. 1.—Mr. Gladstone left Lon- 
fion this morning for Osborne in response to the 
command of the Queen. At the railway station 


he was grected with cheers by the people gath- 


ered there and smilingly bowed his acknowledg- 
ments. On his arrival at Portsmouth he madea 
few remarks thanking the people for their cor- 
dial reception and saying that his future life was 
certain to be very short. 

Mr. Gladstone arrived safely at Osborne and 
received the personal command of the Queen to 
forma Cabinet. Itis officially announced this 
atternoon that Mr. Gladstone kissed the hand of 
her Majesty on receiving her command, 

Mr. Gladstone has draftel a Cabinet, but sev- 
eral of the gentlemen he has named are not 
pleased with the positions assigned to them, 
and it is therefore probable that modifications 
will be made delaying the publication of the offi- 
vial list. 

The Press Association gives the following as 
the latest forecast of the new Cabinet: Mr. 
Gladstone, First Lord of the Treasury and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer; Sir Farrer 
Herschell, Lord High Chancellor; Sir Witliam 
Vernon-Harcourt, Home Secretary; Earl Gran- 
Ville, Lord President of the Council; Mr. H. 
C. H. Childers, Secretary for War. The 
remainder of the list is likely to be al- 
tered, but it will* probably be as follows; 
Mr. G. O. Trevelyan, President of the. Board of 
ae Mr. A. J. Mundella, President of the 

cal Government Board; Earl Spencer, Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs; Earl Rosebery, Secre- 
tary for the Colonies: Earl Kimberley, Secretary 
for India; Mr. Joseph Chamberijain, First. Lord 
of the Admiralty; Mr. John Morley. Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland. It is understood that tne 
Queen objects to Mr. Morley because he is 
pledged to home rule. 
, Both houses of Parliament met to-day and 
adjourned until Thursday, pending the forma- 
tion of a new Cabinet.

Severe rioting is 
reported.in Tanderagee,a town of Armagh, The 
election booths were stormed by a mob. 


' Lonponx, Feb. 2.—The Queen has sum- 
moned Earl Granville to Osborne for an audi- 
ence to-day. 

According to the forecast of the Daily News, 
Varying somewhat with other speculations, Mr. 
Trevelyan will be President of the Local 
Government Board, Mr. Mundella President 
of the Board of ‘Trade, Earl Kimber- 
ley Foreign Seeretary, Ear! Rosebery Colonial 
Secretary, Earl Spencer Indian Secretary, and 
Vicount Hampden Lord Privy Seal, The News 
explains the Queen’s delay in summoning Mr. 
Gladstone by the fact that Lord Salisbury was 
instructed to make such an arrangement with 

ir. Gladstone as, if he bad succeeded, would 

ave precluded the necessity of the Queen sum- 
moning Mr. Gladstone, but that Lord Salisbury 
Was unable to make a satisfactury arrangement. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales will attend 

the coming wedding of Miss Gladstone. 


Dusty, Feb. 1.—The Freeman’s Journal 
states that it has reason to believe that Mr. 
Giadstone has agreed with Mr. Parnell to join 
forcesin Parliament for the passage of a bill 
which shull establish a native Parliament in 
Dublin to deal with Irish affairs; the new Legis- 
lature to be so constituted as to add to the pres- 
ent safeguards of the integrity of the empire 
and the rights of the Crown. 


BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The National Zeitung, 
in an article on the recent events in English 
olitics, censures Mr. Gladstone for gaining con- 
rol of the Government by what it styles gross 
intrigue. The Vossische Zeitung, reterring to 
the fall of Lord Salisbury, says it is easier for 
Mr. Gladstone to gain a victory in Parliament 
than to establish a durable Government which 
would command the respect of foreign nations. 


A MUTINY OF SAILOR BOYS. 
LIvERPoOL, Feb. 1.—A mutiny occurred 
to-day .macng the lads on the reformatory ship 
Clarence, which is lying in the Mersey. Ata 
preconcerted signal the ladsin a body attacked 
the officers with belayirg pins, firearms, and 


other weapous. The officers drew their revolvers 
and fired into the mutineous crowd and tried 
in vain to force them*to lay down their weap- 
ons and return to their places. The boys con- 
tinued their assault, and at last compelled 
the ofticers to seek the shelter of the cabins. 
The lads then lowered boats, into which 
they crowded, and the boats drifted down the 
stream with the tide. After the departure of 
the boys the officers made signals to the authori- 
ties ashore, and several boats filled with police 
= out from the shore and called upon the boys 
surrender. The youngsters, deeming that re- 
pistance would be useless, gave up and were 
taken back to the ship. The ringleaders were 
placedinirons. Eighteen lads and two officers 
received wounds in the fight on board. Two 
years ago the lads confined on the Clarence set 
fire to the ship. Investigation shows that the 
mutiny arose out of a religious dispute over 
certain rules of the ship, as a!! the mutineers 
were Catholics. The outbreak had been planned 
for several days. The wounded have all had to 
be removed toa hospital. Thirteen of the lads 
who led the mutiny have been piaced under ar- 
rest.

FRENCH RIGHTS IN MADAGASCAR. 
Paris, Feb. 1.—The text of the treaty 
between. France and Macagascar has been sub- 
mitted to the Chamber of Deputies. The docu- 
ment consists of 19 articles of agreement. In 
pddition to the privileges already described in 
these dispatches the treaty leaves Frenchmen in 
Madagascar tree from the native laws and sub- 
ject to those of France only. Malagassys are 
eee wee from interfering in disputes between 
‘renchmen and foreiguers, and disputes between 
natives and Frenchmen are to be submutted for 
adjustment to the french resident, who 
ghali be assisted in reaching a conclusion in all 
such cases by a native Judge. Frenchmen are 
to have the right to trade freely, travel, and 
reside in Madagascar, as well as to acquire lands 
for an indefinite period; aiso to employ native 
abor. French property in Madagascaris to be 
inviolable without the sanction of the French 
Consul. Religious toleration is guaranteed. 
France is bound to assist the Queen of Madagas- 
car in defending the country, and to supply mili- 
tary instructors, engineers, Professors, and arti- 
sans for civilizing purposes. Complete amnesty is 
granted to the prisoners taken on both sides 
during the recent war. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Paris, Feb. 1.—The Temps states that 
Franceg has not thus far joined the other powers 
in coercing Greece, 

The Government has appointed a permanent 
commission to examine into questions in rela- 
tion to the monetary standard at home and 
abroad. 

Premier de Freycinet has informed a cofn- 
mittee of the Chamber of Deputies that he is 
bXamining petitions to abolish gambling at 
lonaco, and is personally negotiating with the 
rince of Monaco for the suppression of the 
tables, 

_An exciting debate arose in the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day on the measures of Gen. 
Boulanger, Minister of War, to repress political 
agitation in the army. Gen. Boulanger contended 
that the measures were necessary to prevent 
anti-republican intrigues. Members of the 
Rigbt accused hir of creating party dissension 
in the army. Ultimately a motion expressing 
approval of Gen. Boulanger’s course was adopted 
by a vote of 337 to 174. 


LIVERPOOL, Feb. 1.—A fire broke out on 
the steerage deck of the Guion Line steamer Ne- 
vada, at this port. from New-York. It was 
guickly extinguished, and no serious damage 
was done. 

The passengers of the Cunard Line steamer 
Pephalonia, from Liverpool, for Boston, which 
Was towed back with her propeller gone, will be 
taken by the steamer Pavonia. 


BERLIN, Feb. i.—The Government, after 
reconsidering the case of the German-Ameri- 
cans Messrs. Jappen. Nickelsen, and Riewerts, 
who were ordered to leave the island ot Foehr, 
bas finally decided to refuse their petition to be 
allowed to remain until April 1. 

The Government has ordered the seizure of a 
number of Polish papers for commenting on 
the recent debate in the Landtag. 

An American named Thielemann_has been re- 
admitted to Prussian citizenship at Flensburg. 

In spite of the denial of the North German 
Gazette the advanced Liberal press persists in 
asserting that the Government will crant an 
preanic revision of the May laws in order to ob- 
tain the Ultramontane Centre’s support of the 
ipirit monopoly measure.

MRS. BAYARD’S BODY TAKEN HOME 


A LARGE ASSEMBLY AT THE STATION TO RE- 
CEIVE THE SECRETARY AND HIS FAMILY. 
WILMINGTON, Feb. 1.—The remains of 


the wife of Secretary Bayard will be deposited 


in the family vault in the cemetery of the old 
Swedish church to-morrow afternoon by the side 
of her daughter, whose body was laid to rest in 
the ancient burying ground just a fortnight 
to-morrow. Every detail of the arrangements 
for the burial isthe same as at the daughter's 


funeral. The remains, which were shipped from 


Washington at 4 o’clock, reached here at 7:11 
P.M. They came by special car, and were ac- 
companied by the Secretary and his daughters, 
his private secretary, J. M. Bryan; Senator Gray, 
and George H. Bates, two warm personal friends. 
The party was aboard the special compartment 
car of the Pennsylvania officials. 

There was an immense concourse of people 
assembled at the station upon the arrival of the 
train, and asit drew beneath the station there 
Was a suaden silence that was not broken for 
several minutes, The shades of the compart- 
ment car were tightly drawn and the lights 
burned dimly. Oneor two old neighbors and 
warm friends of the Secretary boarded the train 
and spent a few moments in the car, emerging 
with the Secretary and his family and escorted 
them tou the carriages which stood in waiting. 
The casket was removed to the hearse and the 
cortége wended its way tothe old church. The 
young ladies seemed almost evercome with their 
grief, and they were driven to the house of Dr. 
Kane, an uncle, where they will remain until 
after the funeral. 

The body was taken into the church and de- 
posited upona catafalque in the main aisle, 
where it will rest until borne to the grave to- 
morrow. The casket was heaped with the most 
exquisite floral offerings fashioned into crosses, 
pillows, anchors, and wreaths. A_ pillow 
of white camellias, through which deli- 
cate sprays of maidenshair fern were 
interwoven, rested upon the head of the coflin. 
It was the offering of Miss Cleveland, and came 
from the White House conservatories. A mas- 
sive cross of purple violets, witha bunch of 
calla lilies, lay upon the foot of the casKet, 
and the intervening space was covered 
with the white hlossoms of other sym- 
pathetic offerings, Only a few were 
granted admission to the church, and 
the Secretary-entered with bowed head and 
stooc as if in silent prayer while the casket was 
being placed in position. The Rector was in 
attendance, and as he raised his hand the silent 
assemblage knelt in prayer, while Mr. Bayard 
buried his face in his hands. After the prayers 
he left the church upon the arm of Mr. Gray. 

The -funeral services to-morrow will be brief 
and as private as possible. The Kev. Dr. Martin 
and his assistant will officiate. The pall bearers 
for Mr. Bayard’s daughter will discharge similar 
offices to-morrow. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.— An impressive 
scene was presented at the railroad station when 
Mrs. Bayard’s body left here. Around the coffin 
stood the President, the Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury and War Departments, and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Vilas. Outside the station stood a long line 
of carriages, containing the ladies of the Cabinet. 
None of the ladies left their carriages, but 
awaited the return of the President, when the 
cortége separated and the party returned to 
their homes. A crowd had collected about the 
station to witness the ceremonies attendant 
upon the removalof the remains, but they were 
disappointed, as four stalwart brakemen simply 
bore the casket to the car set apart for it. 


A BROKER'S SUICIDE.

HE DELIBERATELY TAKES HIS OWN 
BY CHLOROFORM, 

CuicaGco, Feb. 1.—James W. Sherman, a 
special brokcr on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
committed suicide at his home in Waukesha, 
Wis., early yesterday morning by inhaling chlo- 
roform. Five years ago Mr. Sherman, who was at 
the time of his death unmarried and 37 years of 
age, failed in the boot and shoe business in 
Waukesha. He afterward traveled for Chigazo 
and Boston houses. Last Fall he established 
himself permanently as a special broker on the 
Board of Trade, where he was favorably known. 
He arrived at home on Saturday night from 
Chicago, and, after talking to bis mother un- 
til midnight, wrote until about 5 o’clock on 
Sunday morning, when he retired, requesting 
bis mother not to call him until 9 o’clock. He 
did not respondfto 4 cail at that hour, and when 
his door was forced open he was found dead on 
his bed. On his table were letters addressed to 
various members of his family and one to the 
“Press ot Chicago.” I: the latter he says: 

“This is to inform the world that I am innocent of 
apy and all charges tbat have been preferrea against 
me, and people whom 1 supposed were among my 
best friends were the direct cause of this 
act. I have tried hard to live an honorable, 
upright life, and to battle against the 
fates which have been strong against me. But!I do 
not wish to live to become a burden to either my fam- 
ily or friends, so | huve decided to put myself into this 
last sleep and bid farewell) to the world.” 

It is supposed that his creditors are the persons 
referred to as having caused his death, and that 
his losses in business had affected his reason.

LAUGHED OUT OF COURT. 

WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 1.—There wasa 
trial with very unusual! results in the Waterbury 
Police Court to-day. Valentine Bohl, who keeps 
the largest meat market in the city, was accused 
of having offered for sale three partridges after 
Jan. 1, contrary to the State statutes. Judge 
John A. Webster, Charles Miller, and Bernard 
Fitzpatrick, ali of them famous sportsmen, tes- 
tified to having seen the birds hanging in Bohl’s 
window. The accused man admitted the truth 
of the accusatioa, Then his counsel, ex-Con- 
gressman Kellogg, asked the three witnesses for 
the State to pick up the birds. They did so and 
immediately grew weary. The partridges were 
triumphs of the taxidermist’s art. The case 
against Bohl was nolled as soon as Police Court 
Judge Bradstreet could recover from his Jaugh- 
ter. The witnesses are among the oldest and 
most substantial citizens of Waterbury, and the 
whole city is laughing to-night over the way 
they were deceived by Bohl’s advertising dodge. 





THE SLATER FUND. 

CurcaGo, Feb. 1.—John G. Jones, a col- 
ored man, recently addressed a letter to ex- 
President Hayes in reference to the Slater fund, 
of which Mr. Hayesis a Trustee. lt was stated 
in the letter that there were rumors that the 
fund was not being used as directed by the will 
of Johu F, Slater, and he asked tor information. 
Mr. Hayes wrote in reply that the fund was 
being used, as Mr. S!ater desired it should be, for 
the education of the lately emancipated colored 
population of the Scuthern States. A statement 
accompanying the letter showed that during the 
last 15 months $33,356 bad been expended on the 
81 colored schools of the South.

LEADING THE PARTISANS 


MR. EDMUNDS PROPOSES AN AT- 
TACK IN OPEN SESSION. 


THE PRESIDENTS REFUSAL TO GIVE REA- 


SONS LIKELY TO CAUSE A LIVELY 
DEBATE—UNION PACIFIC’S FUNDS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—It will not be the 
fault of Senator Edmunds, the leader of the in- 
tensely partisan portion ot the Republican Sen- 


ators, if the public is not treated to a lively de- 


bate on the rights of the Senate and the powers 
of the Executive. The polite but emphatic 
declination of the Administration to submit 
to the Senate the documents in its pos- 
session concerning the suspension of Dis- 
trict Attorney Duskin, of Alabama, which 
was sent to the Senate by Attorney-General 
Garland last week, was laid before that body in 
executive session to-day. Assoon as it had been 
read Mr. Edmunds jumped up and moved that 
the letter be referred to the Committee on the 
Judiciary, of which he is Chairman, and that 
that committee be given authority to report 
its opinion of tbe matter in open session, 
which would, of course, brmg about a public 
discussion of the question. Senator Butler at 
once objected to the present consideration of the 
motion, and contended that under the rules ; his 
objection was sufficient to throw the matter over 
until the next executive session. Mr. Edmunds 
insisted that his motion was not subject to such 
an objection, and his remarks led to a long and 
rather animated debate between the Republicans 
and Democrats, During the discussion Mr. Hoar 
suggested that the Garland letter should be sent 
to the Committee on Privileges and Elections, 
of which he is Chairman, but his colleagues 
failed to agree with him. The wrangle was 
finally cut short by the President pro tem., who 
decided that Mr. Butler’s idea was correct, and 
the motion must go over. Mr. Edmunds made 
no further protest, and so the disposition of the 
Jetter will come up as unfinished business the 
next time a secret session is ordered, 

Senator Edmunds’s proposition to have the 
refusal of the Administration reported upon in 
open session is regarded as indicating that the 
Republicans are not prepared to go to the 
lengths of Mr. Platt’s resolution to consider 
all Executive nominations with open doors. 
The fact that Mr. Platt is gathering data 
regarding the past history of the Senate 
as to secret sessions is also looked 
upon as _ evidence that he expects an 
unfavorable report on_sihis resolution 
from the Committee on Rules, and is preparing 
the speech he has promised to make in such a 
case. While the resolution was offered in open 
session, and the committee report is expected 
to come in in the same way, it is not cer- 
tain that the Connecticut Senator will be 
allowed to deliver his speech in public. If 
any Senator is so disposed he can demand 
a secret session for the consideration of the 
report, and, if one other Senator :seconds his de- 
mand, the doors must be closed. A good many 
persons believe that at least two Senators will 
be ready to take advantage of the rules to stave 
off public discussion of the subject as long 
as possible. ‘There is little doubt, however, that 
in one way Or another the whole question will 
get into open session and result in a long and 
itter struggle of the two parties, with an eye 
single to party advantage.

Representative Davis,” of the Fall River dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, introduced to-day his 
bill “ to prevent the introduction of contagious 
and infectious diseases into the United States 


and to establish a bureau of public health.” It 
provides tor the appointment by the President, 
with the approval of the Senate, of a Commis- 
sioner of Health, to be chosen from civil life, 
and to receive a salary ot $4,500 a year. 
Ke is to be the head of the bureau which 
is to beattached to the Department of the 
Interior. The Department of Stute is required 
to obtain from consular officers in foreign ports 
and places all available information in regard to 
the sanitary condition of such ports and places 
and transmit the same to the bureau. The Com- 
missioner, under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Interior,is to frame rules which, when 
approved by the President and issued by the 
Department of State, shall serve for the in- 
struction of consular officers of the United 
States and of the medical officers serving at 
any foreign port. In compliance with these 
rules every master of a vessel destined for a port 
of the United States must be furnished with a 
certificate containing a detailed statement of 
the inspection of the vessel, cargo, crew, and 
passengers, and of the sanitary measures 
carried out at the expense of the vessel, 
or, if such measures are not carried out, 
instant warning is to be transmitted to 
the bureau. The bureau is charged with the 
investigation, both in this country and in others, 
if necessary, of the nature, origin, and preven- 
tion of infectious and epidemic diseases, as well 
as of the causes and conditions of particular 
outbreaks of disease in the United States, and 
with the publication and distribution of docu- 
ments relating to the prevention of disease. 
The President is authorized, when requested by 
the bureau, to detail officers from the several 
departments of the Government tor temporary 
duty, to act under the direction of the 
bureau without extra compensation, and when 
a detail of suitable officers cannot be made the 
Commissioner may employ experts for such time 
and in such manneras the funds at the disposal 
ot the bureau may warrant. The billuppropriates 
$75,000 to be disbursed under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, on the requisition of 
the Commissioner of Health: repeals the law of 
1879 establishing the National Board of Health, 
and is to go into effect 60 days after its passage, 
within which time the Commissioner is to be ap- 
pointed.

Assistant Secretary Jenks, of the Department 
ot the Interior, said to-day, that he had received 
a report from an expert who had been examin- 
ing the books of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company at Boston, but he had not examined 
the report, and could not give its contents. 
The main facts contained in the report, as given 
last night, should not have been made 
public, he said, before reaching him, 
and he could not understand how the 
facts had leaked out. He explained that the 
Government’s position is that the Pacific Rail- 
road Companies may, out of their earnings, set 
aside a sum to meet the first mortgage bonds; 
next, asum for running expenses, and third, 
another sum for construction and repairs. The 
law of 1862 required that out of the remaining 
earnings 5 per cent. should be paid to the Gov- 
ernment. The Thurman act of 1878 came in to 
require that the Government’s share shoula 
be 25 per cent. In 1878 the first contract was 
made with the Pacitic Mail Company to regulute 
freight across the continent. Under that con- 
tract as much as $85,000 a year has been paid. 
What the Government wanted to know was 
whether the amount paid to the Pacific Mail was 


taken out of the funds of the Union Pacific be-, 


fore the Government's 25 per cent. was paid. If 
it was the Government wants to have that 
proportion of the misappropriated earnings 
credited where it belongs. The story is credit- 
ed by a well informed gentleman in the 
department that ever since the examination of 
the Pacific Railroad accounts was begun by the 
expert reports of what was to be found gener- 
ally injuriousto the company and supposed to 
be kuown only to the department have found 
their way out. The rezult has been that 1n every 
attempt made to obtain facts as the basis of offi- 
cial steps for the correction of errors the de- 
partment bas been embarrassed and the com- 
pany injured by the circulation. of reports 
always framed to damage them.

Senator Call, of Florida, would like to exempt

Officer in the war re- 
cently applied for a clerkship in the Pen- 
sion Oftice, but found that he could 
not meet the requirements of the civil service 
law and so could not take the place. It seemed 
to the Senator that a man who was abieto be a 
distinguished officer in the Union Army was 
abie to till a subordinate place in the Pension Of- 
fice. Mr. Call was not inclined to press his reso- 
lution to a vote to-day, and at his own request 
it was Jaid over until he was ready to call it up. 
Should it pass the Senate it would fall into the 
hands of a committee uf the House that bas al- 
ready announced that no legislation hostile to 
the merit system can he reported byit. As the 
Senate is assumed to be indifferent to the exist- 
ence of another house, it probably does not 
know this.

The land thieves who are fighting Commis. 
sioner Sparks are trying to frighten honest set- 
tlers in the West and to set them against the 
Commissioner by telling them that they will lose 


their homesteads under his rulings. Their 
hue and cry is raised because Gen. Sparks 
has decided that some of the  regula- 
tions governing entries promulgated by his 
predecessors in the Genera! Land Office were not 
warranted by the laws, and he bas changed them 
accordingly. Numerous letters from men who 
took up land under theold regulations show 
that they bave been scared into believing that 





the change in regulations will oust them from 
their homes. ‘o quiet such apprehensions 

these Senator Van Wyck introduced 
a bill to-day providing that any settler 
who complied in good faith with the require- 
ments of the Land Office at the time his entry 
was made shall be entitled toa patent for his 
Jand, There is no doubt that the courts would 
decide in the settler's favor if any case should be 
tried under existing laws, but Mr. Van Wyck 
thinks it best to have it distinctly appear on the 
statute book that the new regulations of the 

nd Office are not retroactive. 


It is asserted here with a good deal of posi- 
tiveness that Senator Gorman is hunting up a 


new place for his man, Morris A. Thomas, whose 


nomination to be an Indian Inspector is still 


pending in the Senate. Mr. Gorman is credited 
with having lost hope of securing Tnomas’s 
confirmation, even under the plea of *Sen- 
atorial courtesy,” and he is said to have 
turned’ his attention to a Baltimore 
place as a refuge for his chief heeler. The term 
of Collector of Customs Webster, of that city, 
will expire in a short time, and Mr. Gorman 
wants to have somebody appointed as his suc- 
cessor who will appoint Thomas as his deputy. 
The Senator is understood to have decided that 
Mr. Thomas J. Magruder, a Baltimore business 
man, ought to be Mr. Webster’s successor, 
and it is asserted that if this nomination is made 
and confirmed the new Deputy Collector will 
be Morris A. Thomas. Such an arrangement 
would provide for Gorman’s man in a city with 
whose polities and politicians he is thoroughly 
acquainted, and where be could be of more 
service to the Senator than in looking after In- 
dian affairs in the far West. 


Representative Morrison, of Tllinois, intro- 
duced a bill to-day which is intended to provide 
against such emergencies as recently occurred 
in the office of the United States Treasury, when 
the Treasurer was absent from his pust and his 


assistant was sick. It provides that ‘'the Treas- 
urer may, in his discretion, with the consent of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, authorize the 
Assistant Treasurer to act in his place and 
discharge the duties of the Treasurer of the 
United States, and in the event of his absence 
or illness of either the Assistant Treasurer or 
himself, the Treasurer, with the consent of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may appoint from 
among the clerks in the Treasury any one of 
said clerks to be Acting Assistant Treasurer 
during such absence or illness. The provision of 
section 3,613 of the Revised Statutes shal) cover 
and apply to the acts of the person or persons 
who may he appointed from time to time under 
or by virtue of the power herein conferred.”

GALVESTON, Texas, Feb. 1.—The local 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor-to-day 
promulgated the following order: 

Whereas, There has been a boycott issued by District 
Assembly No. 78 againvstthe Mallory Steamship Com- 
pany, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, the Knights of Labor of Galves- 
ton, do hereby indorse said boycott, and do hereby re- 
quest the merchants of Galveston to withdraw their 
patronage from said Mallory Company. 

In an interview with a.prominent member of 
the order he said that this declaration would be 
supplemented by committees of Knights 
delegated to call on all wholesale 


and retail dealers, and make the request 
jn person. The answer would be duly recorded 
and submitted in a report to the Executive 
Committee, on which further action would be 
based. Those refusing to accede to the demands 
of the order would be declared boycotted, and 
80 on until their object was finally attained. 
Diligent inquiry among retailers tails, however, 
to reveal that anyone has yet been waited on. 
No notice has yet been served on the railroads 
oron the Mallory Company. Members of the 
orcer account for this apparent delay by stating 
that certain matters of details are being* at- 
tended to which it will take a couple of 
days to perfect. The Visiting Committee say, 
however, that they will begin their rounds to- 
morrow or Wednesday. A suspicion is abroad 
that the details referred to as “being 
attended to’ constitute an arrangemen 
whereby they expect to force the Gould 
lines throughout the State to become passive 
allies in the fight against the Mallorys, in re- 
turn for which the Knights will cause no inter- 
ruption on the Missouri Pacific, but will fignt 
the Gult, Colorado and Santa Fé tooth and nail 
so long as they deliver or receive Mallory 
treights. 


C. H. Mallory said yesterday that there were 
no new developments inthe struggle that isin 


Pong at Galveston between the Knights of 
abor and his firm. He saw no reason, he said, 
why the Knights of Labor in this city should 
take part in the struggle. Many of the men in 
his employ had worked 30 years for him, and he 
did not think they could be induced to take sides 
against him. 





KILLED ON TRE RAIL. 
New-HAvVEN, Conn., Feb. 1.—Two fatal 
accidents occurred in this city to-day. John 
Kenney, of No. 117 View-street, a brakeman on 


the Hartford Division of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, was almost 
instantly killed at Tin Bridge, in this city, his 
morning. Kenney slipped from the roof of a 
freight car and fell between it and the next car. 
Engineer Webber saw him slip and did his best to 
stop the train in time, but without success. 
Both of Kenney’s legs were cut off, his arms 
were terribly mangled, and his body was cut 
open so that his heart was exposed to view. So 
firmly was the body wedged under the 
wheels that powerful hotsting apparatus 
had to be brought from Belle Dock to 
raise the car before the remains could 
be drawn out. An unknown man, apparently 40 
years of age, dressed in a brown coat and vest 
and checked trousers, was run over bya Hart- 
ford train just before 2 o’ciock this afternoon in 
the cut near the Court-street bridge. The body 
was taken to the Morgue, 





A DASTARDLY CRIME PREVENTED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 1.—A sensation 
was created here to-day by the discovery of an 
attemptto blow up the passenger ferryboat Pearl 


with dynamite. The Pearl is a small steamer 
used in conyeying people from the west bank of 
the Cumberland River to East Nashville during 
the construction of the new tron bridge. It is 
daily patronized by 2,000 persons. Henry Rob- 
ertsoa, the fireman, found in a pile of 
coat from which the furnace is sup- 
plied a dynamite cactridge one foot in 
length, with a fuse attached. It is not 
known at what time the cartridge was placed 
in the coal, vr by whom, but it is evident that 
the intention was to blow up the boat. Had the 
cartridge been put in the furnace a tremendous 
explosion would have occurred, and not only 
would the boat bave been totally wrecked, but 
many lives would have been lost. It is supposed 
that some onej;who had a grudge against some 
person or persons connected with the boat 
adopted this method of securing revenge. The 
cartridge was thrown into the river by an officer 
ot the boat. 
SECRETARY BAYARD WILL NOT RESIGN. 
WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 1.—EHvery Even- 
ing will to-morrow, upon the most reliable 
authority, publish a contradiction of the report 
telegraphed from Washington yesterday to the 
effect that Secretary Bayard would resign his 
Cabinet portfolio, retire from public life, and go 
to Europe forafew months. The report is en- 
tirely without foundation and contains not a 
show of tact. The warmest personal friends of 
the Secretary say that such astep at this time 
would be most injudicious, as the necessity of 


active employment of his mind isat this time 
imperative. ¥

Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 1.—The first serious 
movement toward the building of a bridge across

LEAVING A BLOODY TRAIL 


THE TARRYTOWN BURGLARS VISIT 
MR, SEE’S HOUSE, 


ONE OF THEM SHOT, BUT HE MAKES HIS 


ESCAPE—THEY CHLOROFORM A GUEST 
AND THEN SEARCH FOR PLUNDER. 
The Tarrytown burglars were out on the 
war path again Sunday night, when they paida 
visit to J. Alexander See’s residence. Mr. See is 


one of the Trustees of North Tarrytown, and his 
home is No, 34 Chestnut-street. While the fami- 


ly were seated in the dining room in the base- 
ment, at about 8:30 o’clock in the evening, Mr. 
Edward Yerks, of this city, who was visiting 
there,and who was lying on a lounge suffering 
from a headache, said he heard footsteps on the 
floor above. Then he thought he heard a mys- 
terious whistle outside. The others attributed 
the noises to his imagination and paid no atten- 
tion to the matter. About 9o’clock Mr. Yerks 
went to his,room, as his head felt no better and 
he thought a good night's rest would benefit 
him. His wife accompanied him to his room, 
stopping on the way at the bedroom of Miss Ida 
See, at the top of the stairs, to get some witch- 
hazel with which to bathe his head. The win- 
dow was open, and as the cold air was biowing 
in strongly from the south, Mrs. Yerks closed 
and fastened it. After getting the bottle she 
was in quest of she proceeded to her room, but 
ina few minutes went back down stairs, where 
she rejoined the family. 

At about o’clock 11 they separated to retire for 
the night, and when Mrs. Yerks and Miss See got 
uptothe top of the stairs, just outside their rooms, 
they noticed a peculiar odor, which smelled very 
much like gas from a stove. but not so unpleas- 
ant. Mrs. Yerks went to her room and closed 
the door. She hud hardly done so before she 
heard Miss See exclaim, ** We have been robbed |” 
On entering her room Miss See found the south 
window, which Mrs, Yerks had closed, wide open 
and the room inastate of confusion. Bureau 
drawers had been pulled out and their contents 
dumped on the floor in heaps, the closet and 
wardrobe had been rummaged, and the clothes, 
with every pocked turned inside out, thrown on 
the floor. The bed been turned over and the 


mattresses thoroughly searched as possible hid- 
ing places for valuables. Owing to the recent 
depredations of the burglars, many Tarrytown 
people now hide their money and jewelry every 
night in out-of-the-way places. and the thieves 
are probably aware of this. 

A lot of new underclothing that had only re- 
cently been purchased, ana a new silk umbrella, 
whica was taken from three standing together 
in a corner, were missing. The thieves had also 
emptied Miss See’s jewei boxes and carried off a 
pair of bracelets, a breastpin, and a cameo ring 
marked “W. to J.,’ together with a number of 
other little articles that had been left in it. 
They took $8 from her purse and left the latter 
on the floor. Having gathered this plunder, 
they had jumped from the window to the 
ground, where their footprints were plainly vis- 
ible in the freshly fallen snow. 

The side door on the east side of the first floor 
of the house was open, and it was there that 
entrance had undoubtedly,been made. It had 
been left unlocked that evening for the first 
time and forgotten. It was probably their foot- 
steps trom that door to the stairs leading to the 
tloor above that Mr. Yerks had heard. The 
whistie was the burglar’s signal on reaching the 
bedroom to let his ** pals” on the watch outside 
know that he was in there and for them to come 
under the window to receive the booty. While 
the family were making this examination Mr. 
Yerks had become wide awake. He said his 
headache had gone, and that immediately upon 
—— the pillow he had dropped into a deep 
sleep and he had had a most delightful sensa- 
tion. The theory of the family is that when 
Mr. and Mrs. Yerks went up stairs at 9 o’clock 
and the window was found open the burglar or 
burglars were then in a cioset in the hallway 
which they did not open. Then, after Mrs. 
Yerks had gone down stairs, her husband was 
chlorotormed, which caused him to drop into 
the deep slumber and took away his headache. 
It was the odor of the chloroform that Mrs. 
Yerks and Miss See noticed when they went up 
stairs. 

As soon as he had dressed Mr. Yerks went to 
a friend's near by and borrowed a double-bar- 
reled shotgun into which he put two heavy 
loads of large shot, saying he would give the 
burglars a warm reception if they came back 
there again. Shortly after midnight the family 
retired. At about 2 o’clock Mr. Yerks was 
awakened by beuring subdued voices on the 
west side of the house under his window. He 
got up, and getting his gun went to the window, 
where he saw two men in George A. Clark’s 
yard, but close to the See house. He threw up 
the sash. but found some difficulty in opening 
the blinds, which had been tied fast. Only a few 
moments were lost, however, in bursting 
them open and then he discharged one 
barrel ot the gun in the direction of the men, 
being unable, from his cramped position, to take 
any aim. One of the men yelled out: *“*Oh! On! 
Oh! I’m hit!” and they both made-off in the 
darkness around a small duilding, Mr. Yerks 
then rushed down stairs, determined to capture 
one at least of the outlaws if possible. When he 
went out of the front gate, with the gun in his 
hand, he saw two men running down Chestnut- 
street toward Valley-street. He fired upon 
them again, but probably with no effect, as they 
disappeared around the corner into Valley-street 
and were not seen again. This chase was wit- 
nessed by Mrs. Yerks and Miss See from the win- 
dow from which Mr. Yerks had fired. The whole 
neighborhood was alarmed, lights flashed in 
every house in the neighborhood, but no one 
went to the assistance of the Sees, nor, so far as 
could be learned, even ventured outside their 
houses. 

There was very little sleeping in Mr. See’s 
house between that time and daylight. An in- 
vestigation about the premises disclosed many 
things. In the first place it was tound thatthe 
burglar told the truth when he said, “I’m hit,” 
for there were bloody finger printson the well 
curb and fence, as though a man had seized it 
to steady himself. Then, from that point to the 
tront of Mr. Clark‘’s premises and some distance 
down Chestnut-street, a bloody trail was left 
which gradually died out. It is supposed that 
the man was struck eitherinthe hand or arm 
and legs from the character of the marks 
he left on the fence and snow. Miss 
See’s bank book was found in the snow 
in the yard. It had been placed among 
her clothes in the bureau drawer, and the burg- 
lars, not knowing it was there, had dropped it 
unnoticed. Near the door by which the en- 
trance had been made a handsome amethyst 
ring was found. It did not belong to the See 
family, and is supposed to have been dropped by 
one of the burglars, and to be a part of the pro- 
ceeds of another burglary. The Sees cannot 
imagine why the burglars should have selected 
their house for their operations, except that 
they may nave heard that they kept the church 
silver communion service, but that has for some 
time been stored in a safe place, where thieves 
would find some difficulty in getting at it. The 
most distinctly marked footprints about the 
place were made by a long, narrow shoe or boot. 

The Van Tassell family, living on the opposite 
side of the street, at about 11 o’clock, saw a sus- 
picious-looking man come out of, Mr. See’s gate 
and walk down to the corner of Washington- 
street. He stood therefor a moment under the 
gas ight, and then returned up Chestnut-street 
to Broadway and entered a hack, which dashed at 
a furious rate down Broadway. The burglars are 
supposed to have returned at 2 o’clock to get 
their plunder, which they must have lett behind. 
The people of Tarrytown are disturbed beyond 
measure by these burglaries. Most of the women 
are worked up to sucha pitch of alarm that they 
are afraid to go up to their bedrooms alone, and 
many houses are thoroughly searched every 
night before the lights are extinguished. 


PouGHKEEPsI£, N. Y., Feb. 1.—The es- 
cape of the Tarrytown burglars, King and 
Fischer, from the Fishkill Landing lockup at 
1:30 o’clock this morning was aided and abetted 
by three tramps who bad been given shelter in 
the lockup, and who gave their nsmes as Charles 
Sutton, of England; John Pratt, of Baltimore, 
and James Ryan, of Scranton. Two othertramps 
were with them, James McCaffery, of Newburg, 
and George Smith, of England. Justice Harris 
believed the latter had nothing to do with the 
affair and discharged him. McUaffery was want- 
ed in Newburg on an indictment for burgiary, 
and was given into the custody a Newburg 
officer. The other three were sent to the jail 
here to await the action of the Grand Jury. 
The two girls Nora Daly and Ella Town, com- 
panions of King and Fischer, who were also in 
the 1ockup, betrayed the tramps before Jus- 
tice Harris this morning. They told how the 
tramps handed a poker, stovelifter, button 
hook, and a knife to King and Fischer, who 
were inacell. The prisoners then cut away the 
wall about the cell door, took out the bolt that 
held it, and got out intothe mainroom. They 
then entered a coal bin and tore away a por- 
tion. of the stairs over it, and, crawling 
through the aperture, went up stairs, where 
they broke or tore the iron bars awuy 
from a window and let themselves drop to the 
ground, They then went to the front door of 
the lockup and while attempting to force it 
open to take the girls out were alarmed at some 
one’s approach and fled. They were tracked to 
the iceonthe Hudson where all trace of them 
was lost. The girls are retained as witnesses 
against the tramps for aiding the prisoners to 
esvape and also against the prisoners should they 
be recaptured and beld for the robbery of the 
Wade mansion,

MESSAGES FROM A MOVING TRAIN, 


LEARNING ABOUT STOCKS IN NEW-YORK 
WHILE RIDING ACROSS STATEN ISLAND. 
The latest development in telegraphy— 

that of sending and recelving messages on a 


moving train—was successfully tested yesterday 
on the Staten Island Railroad. The train of five 
cars left Clifton at 1:45 and ran to Tottenville, 
134 miles, on schedule time. Among the pas- 
sengers were Thomas A. Edison, whose inven- 
tion was to be tested; Leland Stanford, G. Clin- 


ton Gardner, Samuel Wilkeson, Percy R. Pyne, 
B. Thomas, W. J. Holmes, F. 8. Curtis. Railroad 


Commissioner John O’Donnell, Erastus Wiman, 
J.W. Wilbur, George C. MacGregor, Henry Selig- 
man, andalarge number of railroad ana tele- 
graph officials. 

Before the train left Ciifton the passengers 
were supplied with two telegraph blanks apiece. 
Each passenger filled one of the blanks and gave 
it, in a sealed enveiope, to the operator at Clif- 
ton. In the middle of the centre car of the train 
Electrician 8. K. Dingle sat before a desk fur- 
nished with a Morse telegraphic key and a 
switch. He held a telephone at each ear. Under 
the desk was # battery. From this a ground 
wire was connected with the car axle and 
the rail. Another wire passed through the 
key and to the roof of the car, which 
was connected with the roofs of the other 
cars by_ short pieces of insuiated copper 
wire. Parallel with the railroad were 
the telegraph wires of the Raltimore and Ohio 
Company. When the train got under headway 
the electrician on board began to receive the 
messages which had been placed in the operator’s 
hands at Clifton. The following was received 
by W. J. Hammer: “Were I a fugitive from 
justice this telegraph would seriously interfere 
with my operations.” Henry Seligman tele- 
graphed to his brother in this city for quota- 
tions of Pacific Mail and Lake Shore. Before 
the train reached its destination he received the 
following answer, signed “David and ad- 
dressed to ‘*“‘ Henry Seligman, ontrain,” “ Pa- 
cific Mail, 58; Lake Shore, 86." 

When the message was read all the passengers | 
applauded. Electrician Dingle explained that 
the electric current ran from the key ip the car 
to the tin roof, and then jumped through the air 
to the telegraph wires on the poles, a distance of 
85 feet, and over them to the stationary tele- 
graph offices. Mr. Edison, in commenting upon 
the feat, said he thought he could communicate 
with ships at sea, 25 miles apart, in clear weather, 
without a wire. !

A REVOLUTIONARY PLOT, 


WHICH INVOLVED THE SACRIFICE © OF 


THOUSANDS OF LIVES. 

PANAMA, Jan. 24.—One of the most dia- 
bolical plots ever planned to overthrow a Gov- 
ernment has just been discovered in Guatemala, 
the most thriving republic in Central America. 
It wasa scheme to set fire to the Grand Hotel 
and the theatre at a given time when there 
might be expected to be afull house. In the 
panic that would certainly ensue the intention 
of the conspirators was to take possession of the 
barracks without any great risk to themselves. 
Then a prominent feature of the programme 
was to murder President Barrillas and his fam- 
ily, pext to attack all foreigners, and finally to 
sack the city. Fortunately, the plans of the con- 
spirators were revealed in time to prevent what 
would have beena terrible calamity,resulting un- 
doubtedly in great joss of lite. Tie discovery of 
the plan led to the arrest of about 50 persons, in- 
cluding some Colonels in the army, and they are 
now undergoing trial for their treasonable de- 
signs. 

A Government commission, consisting of 
Prof. Rockstrock and Mr. Walker, has been sent 
from Guatemala to report upon the probability 
of an outbreak of the Pacaya volcano. The re- 
port of these gentiemen announces the total de- 
struction of the village of San Vicente Pacaya. 
Some 44 tiled-roof houses completely collapsed, 
making such acloud of dust as to create a be- 
lief that a new crater had opened. The hot 
springs surrounding Lake Amatillan emit a 
larger volume of water, at a higher tempera- 
ture, than usual. The crater of Pacaya re- 
mains unchanged, while that of Fuego has been 
very lively. 





A BROKER'S MESSENGER LOSES $2,150. » 

Isaacs, Vought & Co., of No. 56 Wall-* 
street, are Custom House brokers, who do an 
extensive business. Samuel Craemer is an 18- 
year-old lad who works for the firm. Yester- 
day young Craemer was sent to the City Bank 
with a check on which he drew out $3,150in 


gold certificates. Then he hurried to the office, 
pushing the money into a vest pocket as he ran 
along the street. Before he reached his destina- 
tion, though, his pocket was empty. Then he 
began an anxious search for it. In the lobby 
of the Custom House he fell upon an eyeglass 
peddler who was in the act of picking up one 
one-thousand-dollar note. When the boy claimed 
the certificate the peddler gave it up at 
once, but no clue was obtained to the other 
$2,150.

A BANKING HOUSE CLOSED 


RITZINGER & CO., OF INDIANAPO- 
LIS, FORCED TO ASSIGN. 


A FAILURE WHIOH CAUSED A RUN OF EX 


CITED DEPOSITORS ON ANOTHER BANK 
AND FOR A TIME THREATENED TROUBLE. 


‘ InpIANAPOLIS. Feb. 1.—The aftermath 
of the season of bank failures of 1855 was reaped 
to-day, when it was announced that the banking 
firm of Ritzinger & Co., composed of Frank L. 


and Augustus W. Ritzingsr, had made an assign- 


ment to George &. Yandes as Trustee for their 
creditors. The failure created much excitement, 
for outside of financial circles the straits of the 
house were not known. The depositors were 
largely Germans, who are inclined to become 
demonstrative under provocation of this 
kind, and the street in front of the banking 
house was early occupied by a crowd of 
angry and excited depositors, who were, how: 
ever. kept in check by a strong force of police, 
By a course of ratiocination the suspicion ot 
the crowd fe!l upon the bank of 8. A. Fletcher 
& Co., the oldest and strongest in the city, 
and a run upon its resources was organized. 
The crowd remembered that the founder of 
Ritzinger & Co. was the son-in-law of the 
founder of A. S. Fletcher & Co., and that in 1873, 
when a run was made upon the former, and the 
money thus drawn out at once deposited witn 
the latter, it was, as fast as needed, transferred 
to the safe of Ritzinger & Co. and paid out again. 

But they did not know that when J. B. Ritz-~ 
inger died his widow sold his interest to his 
brothers, the present Assignors, and that the 
family connection with the Fletchers was there- 
by severed. But Fletcher’s bank, now managed 
by F. M. Churchman, the senior proprietor, his 
partner being S. J. Fletcher, son of S. A. Fletch- 
er, S8r., decernsed, had been preparing for just 
such an emergency, and this morning the state- 
ment showed deposits of $1,200,000: cash on hand, 
$750,000; cash in transit from New-York, (all but 
$100,000 of which arrived during the day,) $350,- 
00U;) surplus securities, largely Government 
bonds, $1,000,000. This was satisfactory to tha 
larger depositors, and the run, which was main« 
tained with more or less regularity during the 
day, was confined to depositors with but small 
balances. 

It is the opinion this evening that the flurry ig 
over, and that this statement. when it reaches 
the remaiting depositors, will quiet all fears, 
None of the other banks were disturbed, but 
they had prepared themselves to withstand a 
run if it came. The cause of the Ritzingers' 
failure dates back to the panic of 1873, when the 
house was obliged to take ina large quantity of 
real estate, Which now forms the principal part 
of its assets. Added to this, however, are losses 
on 1878 whisky, through the recent failures of 
three houses, which the bank was carrying, and 
which are reported to amount to over $100,000. 
Then there was the depression in business for 
the past few years. Mr. Frank Ritzinger says: 

"We have been talked to death. We have 
done what we regarded, after mature reflection, 
as the best and only thing possible for us to do 
under the circumstances, in order to protect the 
interests of our depositors and creditors. 
have no statement to make at present concern- 
ing the matter. Our trouble runs back to the 
great panic of 1873, from which we never fully 
recovered. The depressed condition of affairs in 
the past two years bas alsohurt us. Our embar- 
rassment was not dueto the withdrawal of de- 
posits so much as to the withholding of deposits. 
Many of those who formerly banked with us 
transferred their business to other banks.”’ 

As yet no statement of liabilities and assets 
has been made. Itissaid that their deposit ac- 
count two weeks ago_ was :$500,000, but that it 
was reduced by Saturday night to $150,000. The 
attorney tor the firm estimated the assets at 
about $400,000, but as these consist largely of 
real estate their value cannot be accurately ap- 
proximated. The Trustee states that the sched- 
-ule includes $4,000 cash on hand; Simon Bunte’s 
‘liquor stock, $10,000; notes, $100,000; overdrafts, 

15,000. The Nassau Bank, of New-York holds 
collateral for a loan of $30,000, and Espy, Heidei- 
bach & Co., of Cincinnati, for $10,000. What the 
depositors will receive depends upon the pro- 
pears of reul estate—possibly 20 cents on the 

ollar. 

George P. Marrott, a shoe dealer, who had a 
deposit—not a ery large one—in the bank, and 
his son went-to the residehce of Mr. A. W. 
Ritzinger this morning and in a very excited 
manner demanded toses him. They were told 
that he was not at home, which was true, but in 
spite of the = of the family and servants 
they insisted on going through the house in 
search of him, which they did, lighting matcbes 
so that they could see, and searching in all the 
closets and rooms, but they were unsuccessful. 
They intimated that they were armed and did 
not propose to be bluffed out, but they did not 
find Ritzinger, who had gone down town.

WAS IT A FRAUDULENT ASSIGNMENT? 

Syracusez, N. Y., Feb. 1.—Frank Hiscock 
opened the trial of the Wilkinson cases to-day 
by submitting in evidence the will of John 
Wilkinson, father of the defendants, The will

Mr. Myers testified that certain 
books of the bank were missing. He bad made

SUDDEN DEATH OF A SHIPPER. 

MosriLz, Ala., Feb. 1.—James Hunter, 
the leading shipper of this port and of Pasca- 
goula, Miss., died last night under very peculiar 
circumstances. He had just entered bis rowboat 
toreturn ashore from a timber ship lying in the 
river when he threw up his arms and fell back- 
ward into the water. He was rescued before his 
clothing was wet tbprough, but he was dead, 
probably trom heart disease. Ho had been en- 
gaged in timber shipping at Quebec end after- 
ward at Darien, Ga., but in the last four years 
concentrated most of his business bere and at Pus- 
cagoula.

BELY’S AGENTS CIRCULATING: 
SCANDALOUS * STORIES. 
fRYING TO DIVERT/ATTENTION FROM THE 
FRAUD ISSUE BY ABUSING OFFICERS OF 

THE: GOVERNMENT. 

WasHINGTON, Feb..1.—With-the: activity 
that is possible to-.arich and: confident monoply 
the Be)l Telephone people are kicking up a 
great cloud of dust in the capital, promoting 
talk about the alleged scandalous actions of 
high public officers, stimulating their partisans 
to belittle and misrepresent the motives 
of Secretary Lamar and the other offi- 
cers of the Interior Department, ana all 
very plainly for the purpose of diverting at- 
tention from the true issue, which is one to test 
the right of the Bell Company toa valuable 
patent which there is evidence to justify the 
public in believing was obtained by fraud. 
Whether the men who have been and are con- 
nected with opposing telephone companies in- 
terested in the result of the Government prose- 
cution and now holding office under the Gov- 
ernment haye acted improperly in ac- 
cepting office under the circumstances is 
a matter for the Administration to settle 
in its own way upon its best judgment. Careful 
search through the mass of letters printed as 
damaging to the persons named does not enable 
the investigator to find evidence of criminal 
misconduct by any person who was in Congress 
and who is now in office,andeven the most 
blatant telephone monopolists disclaim any in- 
tention of bringing such an accusation. 

The greatest crime perpetrated, it would ap- 
pear, was the decision of Secretary Lamar that 
there is power in the courts to cancel a patent at 
the instance of the Government, and that the 
facts presented to him justify the bringing of a 
suit for the people to ascertain whether a patent 
in which the whole country is interested has 
been improperly obtained, and whether it should 
be set aside. As Jong as there was any doubt 
as to what the issue would be of the 


hearing before Secretary Lamar and his assist- 
ants, the voice of scandal was not raised, except 
in ineffectual whispers. When it became cer- 
tain that the question of fraud was to be 
tried the monopolists began their noise 
and the din has grown louder day by 
day. Secretary Lamar, who bas been in- 
vited to resign his oftice by one of the at- 
torneys who opposed the proposition to bring 
suit against the Bell monopoly, will not resign. 
He is perfectly serene and confidently expects 
that the outcome will justify his course. So far 
asthe Pan Electric or National Improved Tele- 
potas Companies are concerned, he says that 

e is quite indifferent to them. The matter is 
If the Government has 
uttered a falsehood in giving the patent 
for the telephone to Bell the Gov- 
ernment should endeavor to right the 
wrong. If Bell is entitled to the patent 
he has obtained, the Government suit will en- 
able him to establish his claim to priority of in- 
vention. Having heard all the testimony, read 
many briefs, considered the subject carefully 
and impartially, he has determined that it will 
be better for the interests of the people to have 
the charee that a patent was obtained by fraud 
settled by a trial that will be at once logical, 
economical, and effective. 

Mr. Casey Young and Mr. George Gantt, both 
of counsel for the companies opposed to the 
Bell Telephone Company, are in this city, and 
are awaiting the order of the Attorney-General 
as to where the suit of the Government shall be 
tried. Mr. Gantt says that the issue to be tried 
is not one that could be effectiveiy brought by 
one company against the Eeli Telephone 
monopoly. The issue of fraud, upon which 
so much depends, is made up in _ the 
appealed cases, and cannot be developed in 
them as it can be in the Government suit. 
“Itis urged,” hesays, “that there is no neces- 
sity for such suits; thatall necessary relief can 
be granted in suits between the American Bell! 
Telephone Company and individuals. This is a 
hackneyed argument, In no other way can a suit 
be made effectual, covering ail the grounds for 
which wrongful grants may be assailed, recalled, 
and vacated.” The danger is that the mo- 
nopoly, possessed of great wealth, often 
buys up its opponents before trial and 
prevents a decision against it. Mr, Gantt 
says that the cases pending on appeal in the Su- 
preme Court may not be heard for years, and 
will not be prepared at all unless the monopoly 
has the case so prepared that itssuccessis a 
foregone conclusion; while a suit by the Goy- 
ernment may be advanced upon motion and a 
special hearing had in the court below, and 
when inthe Supreme Court it will not have to 
wait its turn, as is the case in suits brought by 
ao individual. 

Mr. Casey Young, as well as Mr. Gantt, is dis- 
inclined to try the case in the newspapers, but is 
anxious to have it tried 1n the courts as soon as 
the Government isready to go on with it. He 
too says that in noneof the appealed cases is 
there any such complete development of 
the fraud issue as Is_ possible in the 
Government suit. All of the other cases 
were brought before Gray was fully informed 
of the manner in which he had been duped and 
wronged, and he was not fully informed until 
letters and records of the Interior Department 
had enabled him to understand the suspicious 
auctions of the attorney who worked for Gray 
and Bell at the same time, and upon whose ad- 
vice Gray neglected an opportuniy which Bell 
immediately made use of. 

Assistant Secretary Jenks says there is no 
doubt that the case is of sufficient national im- 

ortance to justify action on the part of the 

Jnited States. The evidence has shown that 
large amounts of stock had been sold by the Bell 
Company, andtits future sales would probably be 
larger. If the basisof the stock is groundless 
and based upon the false testimony of the 
United States inthe form of a patent, for the 
protection of her citizens in the future it is un- 
doubtedly the duty of the Government speedily 
to recall that alleged falsehood.

NICK MAYER’S MURDER. 


THE DEAD MAN’S BROTHER RELEASED, BUT 
STILL UNDER SURVEILLANCE. 

MAHANOY City, Penn., Feb. 1.—What 
on Saturday night seemedavery plain case of 
fratricide becomes more mysteriously involved 
the further it is officially investigated, and Franz 
Mayer, the suspected murderer of his brother, 
has been released from custody, though he is 
still kept in sight. He and his brother Nick 
never got on well together. The elder frequent- 
ly chased Franz away from the cabin, and for a 
week or two hired a tramp or Polander from the 
mines tohelphim. Then he drove this assistant 
away, often without giving himany pay. Dur- 
Ing last Summer one tramp thus treated brought 
suit for wages and Nick settled. At that time 
he exhibited plenty of money. All the earn- 
ings of the two brothers were drawn by 
Nick, and be turned Franz away pen- 
niless. Franz has friends here who 
do not believe in his guilt. Their theory is that 
the murder was committed by atramp, who 
knew of Nick’s hoarded gold. The ferocity ex- 
hibited by the three dogs kept about the place 
when ers came about, and the fact that 
Nick was killed while asleep in bis bed rebut 
this theory. The District-Attorney and Coroner 
recommended the inquest to return a verdict of 
death at the hands of an unknown person. The 
Coroner gives it as his opinion that the killing 
was done at least a month ago, though one wit- 
ness at the inquest saw a man approaching the 
house on Tuesday of last week, and another 
heard some one inside chopping wood on Sun- 
day, the 24th ult. All the evidence is so contra- 
dictory that the authorities have decided to 
await further developments, and meanwhile 
keep Franz Mayer under surveillance. 


A MYSTERY NO LONGER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. L—An examination 
into the case of Fisher Rubican, who was 
brought home insensible in a carriage last night 
and died shortly afterward, reyeals the fact that 
the man’s real mame was Frank Fisher. The 
police say that early yesterday morning he was 
brought to the station drunk. At 8 o’clock 
the man was taken before the magistrate for a 
hearing, but he was still so drunk that he was 


taken back to the cell. No injuries were found 
on him, and while in the station he made no com- 
plaint. During yesterday several friends called 
for him, and would have been allowed to take 
him away his condition been such as to 
warrant his removal, but it was not, and the men 
who bad called to see him went away. About 6 
o'clock last evening, when his friends returned, 
he washed bis face and hands,and then a few 
spots of blood were found on the latter, but 
nothing was thought of the matter and be was 
allowed to go. After his death it was found that 
his skull was fractured, and that, in a fight in an 
eating saloon on the previous night, the pro- 

rietor, a colored man named George Bowman, 
fad struck him with a club. Bowman was ar- 
rested to-day, and was held to await the action 
of the District Attorney.

THE OLD CHARITY AND THE NEW.

WHAT HAS: BEEN;DONE BY THE CHARITY # 
ORGANIZATION? SOCIETY. 
Believers :n-organized‘ charity.gathered 


‘in goodly numbers:in Association. Hall last night’ 


and listened to the reports of the Charity Organ- 
ization Society of this city, at its fifth annual 
meeting. What they heard was encouraging. 
Peter B. Olney presided, and on the platform 
with him were:the ‘Rey. Dr. Stoddard, R. W. De 
Forrest, the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, J. R. 
Roosevelt, and others. Something of the mag- 
nitude of the work of the society is shown 
by the ficures in the reports, which cover a 
period of nine months. The three months 
left out, in order that the statistics may 
end with the calendar year, cover a busy time 


for the society. Within the mine months, how- 
ever, the care of 6,164 cases was undertaken by 
the district committees, and relief was found for 
1,345 persons. Of this number 289 were put in in- 
stitutions, work found for 1,740, and 325 frauds 
suppressed, while 168 families were aided to 
emigrate. Besides thisjnumber 1,661 cases were 
investigated by special request. Nine bundred 
and ninety-nine street beggars were warned or 
arrested, and 44 per cent. of these were able 
bodied, and only 9% ner cent. destitute. Of the 
total number 123 were begging letter writers, 
282 sidewalk beggars, and 822 of the class that 
go from door to door. 

There were found during the nine months 405 
persons who were worthy of continuous relief 
through accidents or otherwise, and 1,381 worthy 
ot temporary relief. The number of those per- 
sons needing work rather than relief reached 
8,424. The unworthy of relief, hopelessly vicious, 
shiftiess frauds or professional beggars was 954. 
The number ot visits to or in behalf of the poor 
by the committee or agents of the society was 
18,898. Only a little over $20,000 had been spent, 
and a portion of this was applied to the debt, 
which has been reduced to $1,900. The section 
of the city now covered by district committees 
is from Fifty-ninth to Houston. The society 
have on file 100,661 reports, containing names 
and histories of 71,332 families—equivalent to 
285,000 persons. 

r. Olney, in his short speech on calling the 
meeting to order, stated that the growth of the 
society was mes 3 and it was gaining new 
friends each year. It had now 1,084 members, of 
which number 483 had been received in 1885. 
There was a genera! desire to form new Gistricts, 
to cover the whole city, but it would take more 
money. The Rev. Dr. Wayland, of Philadelphia, 
spoke on the old charity and the new. The 
old charity, he said, saw a woman with 
a diseased child on the sidewalk and 
gave her money. As a result, in a few 
days there was a premium for diseased 
children on the street. The new charity, as 
represented in the organized society. gave the 
child into careful hands. put the mother in jail, 
and suppressed a nuisance. The new charity 
said to the employer, give to the employed that 
which is just and equal. Its ideal was not that 
emplovers cut down the wages of their men and 
then give them.a turkey at Christmas. 1t said 
to corporations, the best thing you can do is to 
deal out equity and help the men to become 
small capitalists, making them partners of your 
enterprises and sharers of your success. 

Chauncey M. Depew said a beggar came to 
him, asking money to go to a place on the New- 
York Central Railroad.

Dr. Satterlee 
stated that the matter ot total abstinence among 
the members of the board was optional.

ST. PAUL'S ICE CARNIVAL. 

St. Pau, Minn., Feb. 1.—The most mag- 
nificent street pageant ever seen in the North- 
west was witnessed here to-day. It was pre- 
liminary to the formal dedication of the Ice 
Palace to the Winter carnival. There were 4,000 
uniformed members of toboggan, snowshoe, 
and skating clubs in line, with torches and 
transparencies. The streets were lined with 
citizens and visitors from all the principal 
points in the United States, Canada, and 
British Northwest. The streets along the 
line of march were handsomely decorated 
with Stumphal arches at all:the principal points, 
illuminated with transparencies. The entire 
line of the march was rendered brilliant 
by the burning of colored fires, The pal- 
ace, just completed, is from ice blocks 
from the Mississippi River and blocks furnished 
by the citiesand towns in the Northwest. It 
was a splendid spectacle standing out in bold re- 
lief against the clear starlit sky, and illuminated 
from within by 40 electric lights of vuriea tints. 
The dedicatory services consisted of a formal 
transfer of the palace from this city by Presi- 
dent Finch and a retransfer to thecity by Mayor 
Rice, in fitting speeches, interspersed with ap- 
propriate music. 

The great day ofthe carnival will pet ouretay, 
and during the evening, when the Fire King will 
arrive and assail the peace, which will be de- 
fended by the Snow King.

After concluding this brutal sport the ruffians 
made the passengers carry the conductor and 
porter to the rear car and then took possession 
of the train. Every light and window and 
mirror in the car was _ shot out, the 
woodwork was splintered with bullets fired in 
sheer devilment by the quartet.

A DISASTROUS FIRE.

FLAMES WHICH THREATENED TO DESTROY 
THE CITY OF GRAND HAVEN. 
Detroit, Mich., Feb. 1.—The Free Press 
Grand Haven special says: “ Fire broke out at 10 
o'clock to-night in the Detroit, Grand Haven and 
Milwaukee freight house, and within a few min- 
utes nearly balf of that immense structure, which 
stretches neariy three squares from south to 
north, was on fire. The Fire Department re- 
sponded quickly, but owing to the flerce south- 


west gale and the intense cold was unable to 
check the fire’s progress, aud at 11 o'clock 
the entire structure was a mass of flames, with 
all the freight stored therein. The department 
worked heroically, but could save nothing in 
the freight house and elevator, and all energy 
was directed to the adjoining buildings.

At 11:25 P. M. the elevator was entirely envel- 
oped in fierce flames, together with the remain- 
der of the warehouse, and nothing could save it.

A - RESOLUTION’ TO INVESTIGATE: 
IT TABLED"IN THE SENATE, 

THE ABOLITION OF THE CONTRACT’ LABOR 
SYSTEM IN THE PRISONS—THE SILVER 
QUESTION IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 1.—Senator Murphy pre- 
sented a.resolution’*to-the Senate ‘to-night’ call- 
ing for an investigation of the New-York: Emi- 
gration Bureau. It was tabled, on motion of 
Senator Sloan, until further opportunity was 
afforded. It was as follows: 

Whereas, The Albany Evening Journal of Feb. 1 
contains anarticle in which it ts alleged that Edmund 
ktephenson, @ member of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Emigration of this State, made use of the fol- 
lowing: “ Fora long time hints have been thrown out 
that certain members of the board, in their endeavor 
to aid political friends and adherents, have been 
privy to the shielding of criminal 
the part of their appointees. 
an open secret that a number of heinous acts have 
been committed by employes of the commission, 
which have been smothered in committee meetings. 
During the executive sessions, so called, and at com- 
mittee meetings reporters of the press have been ex- 
cluded and only allowed to take notes furnished by 
Superintendent Jackson. A few members of the 
board are constant in their attendance only when 
some personal purpose is to be subserved, and few of 
the Commissioners are active workers;” and 

Whereas, ''he said paper of the same issue contains 
the following alleged extract of a letter from Edmund 
Stephenson to Mr, Henry A. Hurlbert, President of 
the Board of Commissioners of Emigration, to wit, 
“My reason for declining after the expiration of my 
official term is not because of the duties to be per- 
formed, but because of the action of some of the mem- 
bers of the board in their endeavors to shield 
and protect crime rather than _ punish_ it. 
Since my connection with this Board of Emi- 
gration many abuses in the department have 
presented themse'ves, some of which have been 
corrected, and others, through the influence of friendly 
Commissioners, were permitted to escape the punish- 
ment they deserved, he records of this commission, 
in the hands of the Secretary, are the proof of this 
statement. Some months ago I reported that I had 
intormation that led me to believe that a system of 
robbery had been going on for a long time at Ward’s 
Island. The matter was referred fur investigation to 
the Ward’s Island Committee, of which Messrs. 
Ulrich and Taintor are members. The evi- 
dence was complete that a large amount of sup- 
plies were withdrawn from the storekeeper that were 
never given to the patients or used in the asylum. 
Positive proof was giventhat large bundles of what 
was believed to be bed clothing were carried away 
from the Island by parties in row boats, Asa result of 
the investigation it was determined to abolish the office 
of Chief Orderly by removing the present incumbent. 
A wan named Voss was selected to do the work of 
Chief Orderly, and Taintor and Ulrich opposed his ap- 
ptatment, and nothing has been donein the matter.”

The special order in the Assembly was Mr. 
Hamilton’s resolution requesting the Senators 
and Representatives of this State in Congress to 
use their utmost endeavors to secure the repeal 
of the Bland silver coinage act. Mr. Tappan 
offered as a substitute a resolution requestin 
Congress to pass a law making silver as 00 
as gold, placing the two metals on a fsound 
basis, and, in lieu of the present standard silver 
dollars, that silver bullion be he!d in the Treas- 
ury as security for certificates issued against it 
said certificates to be redeemable either in gol 
or silver, and to be reissued as fast as they shall 
come into the Treasury.

Mr. Hamilton said he had consented to a re- 
consideration of his resolution because he de- 
sired the fullest consideration and debate. 
** Gold alone,” he said, ‘“‘ is the standard of the 
commercial world and of civilized nations, the 
ancient nations of the far East, alone, having a 
silver standard. If we abandon this standard, 
gold will disappear from circulation and our 
domestic quotations must be interpreted into an- 
other standard before we can tell the value of our 
products in the markets of the world. When the 
balance of trade is against us and we have 
foreign payments to make, we must buy 

old with our silver. The Government of 

ndia hasto pay to Great Britain £15,000,000 in 
gold annually for the interest and cost of the 
military establishment. Abandon the gold 
standard and an element of gambling will be 
added to all business.” 

Mr. Tappan also favored the resolution, as- 
serting that the only way to make silver equal 
to gold was to issue silver certificates against 
bullion. Several other gentlemen spoke on the 
subject, when Mr. Batcheller moved{to make it 
the special order fortwo weeks from to-night. 
The motion was carried. 

Mr. Batcheller, of Saratoga, introduced a bill 
which givesto the United States Government 
the title to the Drexel Cottage on Mount Mc- 
Gregor. “This accomplished and generous gen- 
tleman,” said Mr, Batcheller, referring to Mr. 
Joseph W. Drexel’s services to the Grant family, 
“now proposes to give this cottage as a memo- 
rial to the United States.

OBITUARY. 


GEN. WILMOT G. DESAUSSURE. 

Gen. Wilmot G. Desaussure died at 
Orlando, Fla., yesterday. He had gone there for 
the restoration of his health, which had been de- 
clining for the past year. Gen. Desaussure was 
one of the most prominent members of the 
Charleston, 8. C., Bar, and began the practice of 
his profession in 1842. He was bornin 1822, and 
had a most prosperous career as a jurist and 
a public man. On his graduation from col- 
jege, in 1840, he applied himself assiduously 
to the study of his profession, and at the 
time of his death had the reputation of being 
a profound legal scholar. At the age of 25 
he was elected to a seat in the State Legisla- 
ture, and served with few intermissions un- 
til 1864. He was an active and prominent member 
of all Masonic city and State orders, and re- 
ceived the thirty-third degree at Louisville, 
Ky., in 1874. His literary labors were chiefly de- 
voted to the subjects of jurisprudence and Free- 
masonry, and on the latter subject he wrotesome 
interesting articles on the rise and progress of the 
Masonic craft in his State. During the war he held 
the position of General of the Fourth Brigade, 
South Carolina militia, and served in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Charleston. Among the civic of- 
fices he held were President of the Cincinnati So- 
ciety and of the Chamber of Commerce. He was 
identified with all local institutions whose ob- 
jects were either literary or charitable. He was 
one of the most notable men in South Carolina 
of his day and among the last representatives 
of the ante-belium school of thought and works,

residence, He was born in Southport, Conn., in 
1798. He isa brother of Joseph Sheffield, the 
founder of Sheffield Scientific School; he is also 
an uncle of Mrs. William Waiter Phelps.

THE BURCH CASE. 
——— 
PRESIDENT M’KNIGHT’S DECISION-TO. BE AP-: 
PEALED—THE PLAYER’S: STATEMENT. 

“ Are you going to protest against Presi- 
dent McKnight’s decision in the Burch case?” 
was the question propounded by a TIMES re- 
porter yesterday to Major George F. Williams, 
the Secretary of the Metropolitan Baseball Club. 

‘** That is a very blunt question, young man,” 
replied Mr. Williams, with a smile, “and very 
bluntly put. Now, I am quite willing to give 
THE TIMEs all the information in my power, for 
I have very pleasant recollections of the 16 years 
Ispent in its service, but all I can say now is 


that we must first ascertain where we stand. 
Judging from present advices I think we have a 
very good case; but this baseball business is so 
peculiar and so peculiarly conducted that a new 
man like myself hasto be very careful. When 
the Brooklyn manager engineered the expul- 
sion of the Mets from the American Association 
we knew more about the law governing the 
rights of property than the lawyer President, 
but baseball law is like a piece of india rubber, 
you can pull it into almost any shape.” 

oar you said the other day that you would 

“Oh, so we will. Brooklyn has given us so 
much trouble, it comes natural to make war 
with them. Mr. Byrne induced President Mc- 
Knight to call a Directors’ meeting for noon to- 
day, and asked us to protest and produce our 
documents. This was « trap, for Mr. Byrne 
knew that we had not had time to learn the in- 
side facts, and he hoped to beat us by his arra 
of alleged facts. | only received Mr. Burch’s 
version of the matter this afternoon, and it 
throws a good deal of light on the subject.” 

“* What does Burch say ?” 

“It ery that as far back as Oct. 21 Mr. 
Barnie, of the Baltimore Club, asked Burch if he 
was open tuan engagement, and being informed 
that he was, stated, under date ot Nov. 7, that 
he could not offer more than $200 per month, 
and if this was satisfactory he would forward a 
contract. That was the last of the negotiation, 
but somehow President McKnight got it on his 
records that Burch belonged to Baltimore, 
When Mr. Byrne ciaimed Burch for Brooklyn, 
and Mr. Barnie was informed of the fact, he re- 
plied that he had released the player. Howa 
Manager can release a player he never en- 
gaged one of those baseball mysteries 
which puzzles me. . however, shows 
how carelessly and recklessly the business is 
conducted. On Nov. 19 the Brooklyns asked Mr. 
Burch for his terms, and onthe 28th they were 
forwarded. Nothing more was heard from 
Brooklyn, for they were at that time already 
busy arranging for the destruction of the Mets 
as a club and hoped to get two of their players. 
That extraordinary scheme fell through, as 
everybody knows, 80 on Dec. 30 another query 
about terms was made. Mr. Burch, however, 
took no notice of the inquiry, as he was dis- 

usted. On Jan. 3 a Mr. Adams,a resident of 

enver, asked Mr. Burch what he would take to 
play in Brooklyn, and being told, (not as an 
agent, but just as one man would speak to 
another,) away goes this Adams and telegraphs 
Brooklyn. The latter telegraphed back to 
Adams that they accepted, who in turn told Mr, 
Burch, and at the same time presented an agree- 
ment. Mr. Burch declined to sign it as there 
was no stipulation as to time of holding. He 
was, however, assuredthat thedocument would 
not be forwarded to Brooklyn, and that another 
one prepared to suit the player would be sub- 
stituted. Onthis promige, and relying on the 
honor of Adams, Mr. Burch signed the agree- 
ment, but atterward could not get any substi- 
tute or satisfaction as to the intention of 
Brooklyn. On Jan. 10 Burch asked Adams what 
the club intended to do, when Adams confessed 
his entire ignorance in the premises, as he had 
received no advice from Brooklyn. This was 
before the League decided on having eight clubs, 
and the Brooklyn Club was —— playing with 
Burch hoping to get released League players. 
When that hope failed they sent on a contract to 
Denver, and no doubt at the same time sent for 
the agreement in Adams’s hands to strengthen 
their position. But in the meantime we had re- 
ceived the tacit approvalof Mr. McKnight to. 
our proceedings and Mr. Burch signed with us. 
It was a trick and device business on the part 6f 
Brooklyn from first to last, and just what might 
be expected trom a man like the Brooklyn man- 
ager. The trouble in baseball is that managers 
consider it quite proper to hoodwink players 
and knock them about just as they please. 
I have in my possession a letter written by Pres- 
dent bo go to Mr. Burch, in which he misquotes 
baseball law and covertly threatens the player 
who has tried all along to be perfectly fair and 
honest. Unfortunately there is no law in base- 
ball to punish Mr. Byrne for the way he sought 
to entrap the player. He had things so fixed, in 
his own opinion, that he could discard Burch at 
pleasure and without danger to himself, yet 
could jump on the player if it so pleased him. 
It was a very pretty device, but surely there 
must be some real bottom in baseball law. If 
not, the sooner it is amended so that honest busi- 
ness men can understand just where they stand 
the better it will be for the game in general.” 

** Does it not seem odd to you that Brooklyn is 
always falling foul of the Mets?” 

“Not now, for I have heard a good deal of 
ancient history. Tbe Brooklyns ‘wanted at one 
time to buy the Mets, but did not succeed in 
doing so at their own terms. Consequently they 
sought to destroy the club, and failing to do so 
of course try and annoy us allthey can. But 
we don't care for all their schemes or plots,”

HE OBJECTED TO BEING SCOLDED,

A DIVIDEND OF TWO PER CENT. 

A. D. Juilliard, Receiver of Hoyt, 
Spragues & Co., is paying a dividend of 2 per 
cent. to the creditors whose claims have been 
allowed.

THE PENNSYLVANIA RELIEF FUND. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 1.—Officers of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company say that 
already more than haif the men in the service of 
the company have applied forthe benefits of the 
relief department. A dispatch received from the 
Superintendent of the Pittsburg Division this 
morning said that he had received 1,000 applica- 
tions, and had knowledge of as many more, 
making fully 75 per cent. of the force who have 
signified their intention to become members, On 
the Philadelphia Division 581 freight handlers 
station employes, &c., being 80 per cent. of al 
such workmen have applied for membership, 
and 50 per cent.of the train hands have also 
joined the movement. The same proportion is 
reported on the New-York Division. It was 
also stated that 60 percent. of the force of 
freight handlers and others at the station, 
Broad-street and Washington-avenue, had sent 
in their requests for membership to-day. General 
Superintendent Provost said that he and other 
officers of the company were surprised at the 
rapidity with which the applications had been 
received. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—An interview is pub- 
lished here with one ot the employes ot the 
Pennsylvania Railway respecting the proposed 
insurance association. “It has not got here 
yet,” he said. “It travels like a cold wave, ex- 
cept that itis coming West. It started in Phila- 
deiphia, and last Sunday the railway employes 
had a meeting in Pittsburg to elect officers. The 
men are against the scheme, because they say 
the insurance costs them too much. In this 
scheme, if a railroader dies a natural death 
his family gets only $500, and if he is killed 
on the road, $2,500. They think the 
benefits should be the same in either case. Then 
again, it costseach member $30 a year in dues, 
while a membership in an outside beneficial as- 
sociation only costs $13 per year. I left the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Road because they compelled 
ali their employesto join a similar association 
with $24a year dues. The dues were taken out 
of our wages each month, and we had to stand it 
orquit. I quit, The company seems to think 
that by getting the men interested in such a 
project they will lessen the tendencies to strike.

THE NIAGARA STATE PARK. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 1—The report of 
the Niagara Park Commissioners was presented 
to the Senate this evening. It states that 107 
acres have been located for the reservation, and 
that the commission has devoted its time to the 
work of removing buildings, &c. lt recom- 
mends the building of a structure to replace 
the Biddle stairs on Goat Island, and states 


that the commission will report a plan for the 
improvement of the scenery later. No appro- 





| priation has been asked for, excepting one for 


the construction of the elevator to replace 
the Biddle stairs. A stone bridge trom 
Goat Island to the mainiand is recom. 
mended. The estimates of maintenance 
rorssthe year reach the sum of $18,130, 
ot which $6,000 is for salaries of policemen, $3,000 
for laborers, and $1,800 for the Superintendent. 
‘rhe estimated receipts are $9,542, of which $6,000 
is to be derived from inclined railroad fares, at 
10 cents per head, $1,000 from park store rental, 
and $600 each from the charges for admission to 
the Cave of the Winds and from the restaurant. 
It is estimated that the Goat Isiand elevator will 
cost $31,000, and that $20,000 can be profitably 
expended in improving the scenery. The sale of 
the Tugby Bazaar, pulp mill, shops, and machin- 
ery will realize from $10,000 to $15,000. Four 
times as many visitors were at the Falis during 
the last half of the year as at any previous time. 
Summer visitors now stay longer, the removal 
of the buildings has increased the view, adjacent 
property bas risen in value, and the hack driver 
nuisance has been abated.

COURT TO’BE RECEIVABLE 4N PAYMENT 
OF DUES TO THE COMMONWEALTH. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The Supreme Court of 


the United States to-day rendered the following de- 
cisions: 

No. 1010—William L. Royal vs, The State of Virginia. 
—In error to the Supreme Court of Virginia.—The 
plaintiff was convicted in the Hustings Court of Rich- 
mond of practicing law without a license. To the in- 
formation he filed a plea setting forth that he tend- 
ered to the Deputy Treasurer of Richmond one 
coupon tor $l5 and $10 in United States Treas- 
ury notes in payment of his license tax; 
that when he made said tender he demanded 
& certificate stating that he had deposited said coupon 
and money, but the Deputy Treasurer refused to re- 
ceive the coupon and refused to give him a certificate, 
because the act of Feb. 7, 1834, forbade him to re- 
ceive said license tax in coupons, and because the act 
ot March 15, 1884, provides that all license taxes shall 
be paid in current money of the United States, and not’ 
in coupons: that he thereupon made an affidavit set- 
ting forth these facts and presented it to the Com- 
missioner of the Revenue at Richmond, and 


demanded of him a license, but the Commis. 
sioner refused to issue to him a license, and 
that he then accepted the employment of a client and 
practiced his profession. ‘'o this plea the Common- 
wealth filed a general demurrer which was sustained 
by the court on the ground that Royal bad no right to 
practice his profession after the tender of the coupon 
without first having obtained a license. Royal then 
pleaded not guilty, and a trial was had, resulting 
in a verdict fin him guilty, and assessing 
is fine at $380. The court in rendering it 
judgment held that section 86 of chapter ° 
the code of Virginia of 13878, the acts of Feb. 7, 
1884, and of March 15, 1884, are not repugnant to sec- 
tion'l0 of Article I. of the Constitution of the Unite 
States. Justice Matthews, in delivering the opinion 
the Supreme Court of the United States, said: "By 
the terms of the act of March 80, 15871, the coupons: 
tendered in this case were made receivable for ‘ail 
taxes, debts, dues, and demands due the State,’ and 
this stipulation, as has been repeatedly decided py the 
urt of Appeals of Virginia and by this court, con- 
stituted a contract between the coupon holder and 
the State of Virginia, the obligation of which the 
Btate was forbidden to impalr by the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and any law 
of the State which would have that effect, if enforced, 
is thereby annulied and made void. That charges, or, 
as they are Called in the statutes, assessments, made by | 
law as conditions precedent to obtaining licenses for: 
pursuing # business or profession. are included within 
the meaning of the words ‘taxes, debts, dues, und de- 
mands due tho State,’ as used in theact of March 80, 
1871, does not seem to admit of reasonable doubt, In 
Ciarke vs. Tyler it was adjudged py the Court of Ap- 
peals of Virginia that a tine imposed for a violation 
of law could be discharged under this provision 
in coupons in lieu of money. Sothat, upon the au- 
thority of that case the very tine imposed the Hust- 
ings Court of Richmond upon the plaintiffin error for 
practicing law without a license muy lawfully be paid 
and discharged in the véry coupons which were tend- 
ered in payment of the license itself and refused. 
Surely such an anomaly cannot be justified or ad- 
mitted.”” I'he payment required as a preliminary to 
the license, he held, is in the nature of a tax, 
and is a due to the State. lt is an occu- 
pation tax for which the license is mere- 
a receipt, and not an authority, 
except in that sense, because it is laid and coliected as 
revenue and not merely as incident to the general po- 
lice power of the State. He quoted from Chief-Justice 
Chase in McGuire ys. The Commonwealth to show 
that the granting of a license must be regarded 
as nothing more than a mere form of imposing a tax. 
He maintained that the fact that the party complying 
with Lhe statutory conditions is entitled as of right to 
the license is conclusive that the payment is a tax laid 
tor revenue and not for purposes of regulation. “We 
think it,’ the court says, “entirely clear, both from 
the nature of the case and upon authority, that 
the payments were demandabie by the State, for the 
license applied for by the plaintiff are taxes within the 
meaning of the act of March 30, 1871, in discharge of 
which coupons were receivable by its terms, and that 
the plaintiff must be regarded, after making the tender 
alleged, in the same situation in law as if he had ten- 
dered gold or silver coin or other jawful money of the 
United States. In the present case the plaintil? has 
been prevented from obtaining a license to practice his 
profession in violation of his rights under the Con- 
stitution of the United states. ‘T'o punish him for 
practicing it without a license thus withheld is equally 
a denial of his rights under the Constitution of the 
United States. and the jaw, under the authority of 
which thisisattempted, must on that accountand in 
his case be regarded as null and void. The judgment 
of the Court of Appeals of Virginia is accordingly re- 
versed and the cause is remanded with directions to 
take further proceedings therein, in accordance with 
law and in conformity with this opinion. 

No. 973—Robert P. Barry vs. K. G. Edmunds, Treas- 
urer of Fauquier County, Va.—In error to the Circuit 
Court for the Kastern District of Virginia.—This was 
an action of trespass brought by the plaintiff in tne 
Circuit Court for the Eastern District of Virginia. In 
his declaration he sets forth that he tendered coupons 
in payment of his taxes, which were refused, and 
that the defendant levied on his property in 
order to compel him to pay his taxes in another 
medium, The defendant tiled a plea to the 


.jurisdiction of the Circuit Court, alleging that as the 


plaintiff and defendant were both citizens of the state 
of Virginia the courts of that State had exclusive 
jurisdiction of the alleged cause of action. ‘I'he Cir- 
cult Court beld that it was without jurisdiction, for the 
reason that the amount of taxes due was less than 
$100 and the property seized was worth less than $200. 
This writ of error was brought to review that judg- 
ment. Judgment reversed. Justice Matthews deliv- 
ered the opinion. 

No. 1,0089—William H. Sands vs. BE. G. Kamunds, 
Treasurer of roageiet Comney, Va.—In error to the 
Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia.—Sands tend- 
ered to Kdmundsin payment of his license tax as an at- 
torney a coupon for $15 cut from a bond issued under 
the act of March 380, 1871, The defendant refused to 
receive the coupon on the ground that the acts of Feb. 
7, 1804, and March 15, 18384, require ail license taxes to 
be paid in money only, and not in coupons. The 
plaintiff prayed that a mandamus nisi be issued 
commanding Kdmunds to show cause why a peremp- 
tory mandamus should not issue commanding him to 
receive the coupon. ‘ihe writ was denied by the 
Circuit Court of Faquier County, and on ap- 
plication to the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia 
that judgment was affirmad by a refusal to allow an 
appeal. ‘lo reverse that judgment this writ of error is 

rosecuted. Justice Matthews, in deliveridg the opin- 
on of the court, held that the right of the plaintilf to 
pay his license in coupons is aftirmed by the opinion in 
the case of Koyul vs. he State of Virginia, and his 
remedy to have them received for verification, and to 
recover back the money paid for his license, is secured 
to him by the termsof theactofr Jan. 4, 1882, which 
for such purposes was upheld by this court asa valid 
enactment in Antoni vs. Greenhow, and under the 
authority otf these decisions the judgment of the 
Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia is reversed and 
the cause is remanded with directions to take further 
proceedings according to law, and in conformity witao 
this opinion, 

No. 1,011—R. B. Chaffin vs. William Taylor—In er- 
ror to the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia.— 
Chaftin tendered to the defendant, who was ‘l'reas- 
urer of Henrico County, Va.,in payment of his State 
tuxes due on his property, situated in! hat county, tax 
receivable soagene, which the defendant refused to 
receive, and afferward levied on and seized the plaint- 
iff’s horse, and sold it to force him to pay his taxes in 
another medium. The — then sued the defend. 
ant for trespass, and the defendant pieaded to 
the acts of the Legislature of Virginia, command- 
ing him to refuse said coupons and to levy not- 
withstanding such tender. The Circuit Court 
held that detense to bea good one. - The plaintiff ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
which held such State laws to be unconstitutional, and 
remunded the case to tne Circuit Court, with instruc- 
tions to have it tried byajury. Whenthe case came 
onto betried the defendant offered a plea that the 
coupons had not been verified and identified according 
to the provisions of the act of Jan. 14, 1882, before 
said tender, and the plaintiff did not prepay his taxes 
before said tender {on money according to the provisions 
of said act. ‘Che plaintiff objected to said plea being re- 
ceived, for the reason thatthe judgment of the Supreme 
Court of the United States preciuaed defendant from 
making it, Tne Circuit Court overruled that objection, 
and gave judgment against the plaintiff. Hethen sued 
outa writof error. Justice Matthews delivered the 
opinion of the court. He held that every question of 
law in the case had been covered by the former judg- 
ment of this court and that the proper action of the 
Circuit Court upon the mandate of this court would 
have been to have entered judgment in the pleadings 
in favor of the plaintiff ana proceeded to an assess- 
ment of damages. ‘ihe judgment of the lower court is 
reversed, and the case is remanded to that court, with 
directions to take {further proceedings in accordance 
with luw and in conformity with this opinion. 

No. 921—‘lhe Chicago Tyre and Spring Works Com- 
pany, vs. Jesse Spalding, Collector of Customs for the 

ort of Chicago.—in error to the Circuit Court for the 

‘orthern District of Lilinois. This suit was brought 
by the plaintiffs to recover $162 75, which they had 
aid as duties under protest, and which they ciaimed 
bad been illegal! ee upon certain steel biooms 
imported by them. The Inspector of Customs 
classed these blooms under the paragraph of 
scbedule FE, section 2.504, which requires a duty of 45 
per centum ad valorem on all manufactures of steel 
or of which steel is a component part, and on all arti- 
cles of steel partially manufactured. The plaintiffs 
insisted that they sbould have been classed under an- 
other paragraph as ‘‘steel in any form not otherwise 
provided for, 30 percent, ad valorem.” Tho plaintiff 
appealed to the Secretary of the ‘l'reasury, who af- 
firmedthe action of the customs officer. ‘I'he proof 
shows that when shipped these tyre blooms are par- 
tially manufactured, and on arrival in thie country 
are finished. The court held that they were articles of 
steel, partially manufactured, and therefore were 
roperly clussified, Affirmed. Opinion py Justice 
latcbtord. 

No. 983—Kdward A. Boyd and George H. Boyd vs. 
The United Ststes.—ln errorto the Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New-York.—This was an in- 
formution filed by the District Attorney of the United 
States in the District Court for the Southern District of 
New-York, in July, 1884, inacase of seizure and for- 
feiture of property against 35 cases of plate glass seized 
by the Coliector as torfeited under the act of June 22, 
1874. ‘The information qeennet that the goods in ques- 
tion were imported into the United States from st. He- 
len’s in the ship Alaska, and that an attempt was made 
to make the entry of such merchandise by means 
of « false invoice and by false statements. ‘The pinint- 
iffs entered a claim for the goods, und pleaded that 
they did not become forfeited in manner and form 
as alleged. On the trial, it appeared (hat the plaintiffs 
had taken a contract to furnish the piate glass re- 
quired for the new Post Office at Philadelphia. ‘hey 

roposed to furnish the glass for $6,700, duty paid, or 

4,181, duty free. ‘'he Governmant accepted the latter 
proposition, und the plaintiffs furnished the glass out 
of their own stock, on which the duties had been 
aid. with the understandiog that they should 

@ at liberty to import for their own use 
an equal amount duty free. ‘They actually 
turnished about 10,000 square feet of glass under their 
contract. Kvidence was given showing that they ap- 
plied for and received a permit for the 35 cases on the 
ground that they were to replace in part glass al- 
ready furnished. These cases were proved to have 
contained 26,978 square feet, on which the duties 
would amount to $13,489. lt was also shown on the 
part of the Government that the plaintiifs had pre- 
viously applied for and obtained a free permit 
for 2¥ other cases of plate gluss On the same 
account. Averdict forthe United States was tound 
condemning the 85 cases of glass, and judgment ot for- 
feiture was given. ‘his judgment was affirmed by the 
Circuit Court. At the first trial the question was 
raised as (py the power of the court to compel the pro- 
duction by the claimants of the invoice of the 29 cases 
of giass. Che District Judge issued an order requiring 
the claimantsto produce the invoice. Justice Brad- 
ley. delivering the upinion of the Supreme Court, heid 
that the warrant for producing books und papers in 
this case, the order by virtue of whichit was issued, 
and the law which authorized the order, were uncon- 
stitutiona! and void. J a ge teed therefore reversed 
and the case remanded, with directions to award a new 
trial. The Chief-Justice and Justice Miller did not 
concur in the opinion as a whole.

DRIFT OF TALK IN CONGRESS. 
THE ELECTORAL COUNT DISCUSSION—IN- 


QUIRING ABOUT TELEPHONE MATTERS. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 1.—The Electoral Count: 
bill was again taken up in the Senate to-day, when Mr. 
Hoar moved the amendment of which he had previ- 
ously given notice. This bill, Mr. Hoar said, was the 
result of more than 12 years’ discussion in the Senate. 
It had passed that body threetimes. The arguments 
against the bill proceeded on the idea that it attempted 
to amend the Constitution. It did not do that. The 
bill did not pretend to provide an arbiter, but reduced 


the number of cases in which a difference could arise 
between the two houses. It remanded everything to the 
State. There was no case that had arisen since the be- 
gisning of the Government that would not be covered 

y the bill before the Senate, with his (Mr. Hoar’s) 
amendment added. It would require the count of the 
vote of every State except where there were two sets 
of returns. Two sets of returns implied domestic vio- 
lence ina State, and in such case Mr. Hoar thought we 
might well hesitate before counting the vote of suoh a 

tate,and we might most safely decline to count It. 
Mr. Sherman said that whatever we did involved more 
or less danger. The amendment submitted by Mr. Hoar 
involved its special danger. It would make the Gov- 
ernor of a State the judge of which set of returns were 
the lawful set, in case there were two sets. The Gov- 
ernor would naturally belong to one or the other of 
the opposing parties in the State controversy. This 
was “ jumping out of the frying pan into the fire.” Mr. 
Ingails expressed his amazement at the suggestion that 
this bill was as perfect as the Senate could make it. 
He moved its recommittal to the Committee on the 
Judiciary, and in doing so called attention to the fact 
that the recently passed Presidential Succession bill 
had hardly been passed when it was discovered to be 
defective in at least one most important respect, 
namely, that in the contingency that the President and 
Vice-President elect should die before the time of their 
inauguration into office the Presidency would be held 
by an outgoing Secretary of State. ‘his question of 
the Presidential count, Mr. Ingalls said, had been de- 
bated since 1796, and would continue to be debated till 
we had a constitutional amendment. After further 
debate Mr. Evarts obtained the floor, but gave way for 
a motion by Mr. Hoar that the senate go into execu- 
tive session. 

In the House to-day Mr. Hanback, of Kansas, rose 
toa question of personal privilege and sent tothe 
Clerk’s desk to bave read an editorial from a New- 
York paper entitled ‘ The Telephone Scandal,” but the 
reading was immediately interrupted by Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, of Arkansas, with the point of order that there 
was nothing in the editorial which refiected upon the 
gentleman from Kansas in his representative be eg A 
The point.of order being sustained, Mr. Hanback in 
order to get around the difficulty offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Expenditures in 
the Department of Justice be empowered to make full 
inquiry into any expenditure on the partof the Gov- 
ernment relative to the rights of the Bell and Pan 
Electric Telephone Companies, and for the purpose of 
this investigation and to the end that the people may 
be fully advised the committee is granted the right to 
send for persons and papers, all expenses to be audited 
and accounted from approved vouchers, and when so 
approved to be paid out of any moneys in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 

After some wrangling on the subject Mr. Morrison, 
of Illinois, cut the gordian knot by asking unanimous 
consent that the resolution be considered.

REVISING THE LAND LAWS, 

A BILL REPEALING THE PRE-EMPTION AND 
TIMBER CULTURE ACTS. 
WASHINGTOn, Feb. 1.—The Public Lands Com- 
mittee of the Senate reconsidered this morning Its bill 
making a revision or the general Jand laws, and having 
finally perfected the details directed Mr. Dolph 
to report it to the Senate. It is accompamed 
with a voluminous explanatory report. The bill 
repeals the pre-emption and timber culture laws 
outright, but it saves and allows to be perfected 
oll valid claims under these laws heretofore 


initiated. Entries heretofore made under the 
pre-emption law, which have been proved up, paid for, 
and sold to innocent purchasers, are confirmed upon 
proot of sale, despite any irregularity or taint of fraud 
on the part of the original entrymen. Persons who 
have made filings under the homestead law, but who 
for any rexson have failed to perfect titles, and who 
have never bad the benefit of the pre-emption law, are 
allowed to make another homestead entry. ‘I'nis is 
designed to give to people who have acted here- 
tofore upon the theory that they had two 
different “rights,” and had disposed of one, 
to get the land they would be entitled to if 
the pre-emption law were to continue in force. 
Outstanding certificates of deposit on account of sur- 
veys heretofore issued are made receivable as cash 
(except for feesand commissions) in the disposal of 
pubiic lands at the Land Offices at which such certifi- 
cates are now receivable in commutationof homestead 
and pre-emption rights. A yearago there were 400,000 
of such certificates outstanding, receivable fur com- 
mutation of homestead andin payment for pre-emp- 
tion claims. Therepeal of the pre-emption Jaw and of 
he commutation feature of the homestead law de- 
atroys the only existing function of these certificates 
and hence anew one is created for them. Home- 
stead rights cover 160 acres of jand at the minimum 
price of $1 25 per acre, or 80 acres of jana within rall- 
road limits at $2 25 per acre. Where the claimant was 
a soldier and selected land of the latter class he was 
permitted to locate an additional tract of 80 acres, and 
the Land Office originally held that he could assign 
this latter right. A later decision was made to the 
effect that the additional tract must be entered by the 
soldier himself or by his direct heirs. ‘I'his bill restores 
the original condition of things in so faras rights 
which were assigned betore the later ruling of the 
Land Office are concerned, and assignees are permit- 
ted to locate the “additional homesteads.” The pro- 
visions of the desert land act are extended to the 
State of Colorado, in addition to the States and Terri- 
tories to which they were originaily applicable. The 
right to take up land under it is restricted to bona fide 
citizens of the United States. The amount to betaken 
by any one claimant is not to exceed one-half section 
Poe acres,) and to this is appended the requirement of 

ve years’ continuous residencejand the reclamation by 
irrigation of one-halfthetract. ‘'hese provisions the 
committee believe will, while offering inducement for 
the settlement of waste lands, prevent speculation 
and abuses. Theright of homestead entry is extend- 
ed to females over 18 yearsof age. <A new provision 
confers the right totake 820 acresas a homestead 
when three-fourths of evexvy legal subdivision 
is sO mountainous or rough as to be unsuscepti- 
ble of cultivation. Additional regulations are de- 
vised to prevent fraud. This is calculated to make 
available the little nooks and valleys of 15 or 20 acres 
each to be foundinthe mountain country, no one of 
which would be sufificient to furnish a livelihood if 
taken by itself. In all cases under the homestead and 
pre-emption laws of contests proceedings on the part 
of the Government or of any individual shall be in- 
itiatea within v0 days after the duplicate Receiver’s re- 
celpt is issued, and not afterward. 

‘the Commissioner of the General Land Office is au- 
thorized, when it shall appear upon the face of the 
papers tbat a clerical error has been made, to suspend 
entries until the error 1s corrected, and if after final 
proct and before patent issues it shall come to his 

nowledge that fraud has ente: ed into the tities, he is 
required to suspend the issue of patent and lay the 
facts before the Attorney-General for action in the 
proper courts. There is, however, a provision that 
when two years shall have elapsed trom the 
issuance of the Receiver’s receipt without any con- 
test or any Claim from any quarter that there has been 
fraud, patent shail Issue. ‘this is not to be construed, 
however, as requiring two veurs’ delay in iesuing a 
patent. It ts provided ‘bat all sults to evict and annul 
patents heretofore issued shal! be brought within five 
years of the passage of the bill, and in respect to 
patents hereatter issued they shall 
within five years from the date of patent. 
provision the Commissioner believes 
to relieve the Land ce of 
of its burdens and enable it ultimately to 
catch up with current work. The bill provides that 
no public lands not heretofore offered for sale, ex- 
cept abandoned military and other reservations, and 
isolated and disconnected tracts, shall be offered at 
pubiic sale or sold at private entry. Ail ideaot making 
arevenue from thesale of agricultural lands is thus 
abandonea. The commutation feature of the home- 
stead law is repealed, the purpose being to place an 
insurmountable obstacle in the way of obtaining pos- 
session of lands for speculative purposes. The re- 
auirement of six weeks’ publication of notice of final 
proof is repealed.

The committee of the Union League 
‘Club which has been consideging the ad- 
visability of constructing the Quaker 
Bridge Dam for the storage of Croton 
water has made a report adverse to the 
present adoption of that project. Mr. 
CxurcH, the engineer of the Aqueduct 
Commission, has heretofore stated that 
for the full utility of the new aque- 
duct in bringing an equable supply 
of water to the city throughout the 
year equal to 200,000,000 gallons daily, 
a storage capacity of 88,000,000,000 
gallons will be needed, or 29,000,000,000 in 
excess of that now provided. According 
to the figures of this committee the ten sub- 
sidiary reservoirs proposed on the branches 
of the Croton River, together with those 
already constructed at Boyd’s Corners and 
Brewster’s, would afford a capacity of 
53,000,000,000 gallons. If these figures 
are authentic it looks as though the 
necessary storage could be obtained 
at less risk and expense by these several 
reservoirs than by one of immense size, 
We expect tosee the accuracy of these 
calculations disputed, but it is a question 
that it ought not to be difficult to settle, 
whether an adequate supply can be stored 
by means of these dams on the branches 
of the Croton River. It is especially de- 
sirable that the whole problem should be 
clearly presented and carefully considered 
before any irrevocable conclusion is 
adopted. E 








Undoubtedly there should be some cen- 
tral national organization charged with 
the duty of acting in concert with State 
boards and local officers for the preserva- 
tion of the public health, An attempt 
was made in 1879 to provide such an or- 
ganization by creating a national board 
of health. That board has been discred- 
ited and is practically dead. A part of 
the work that might be set aside for 
such an organization has been done by 
the Supervising Surgeon-General of the 
Marine Hospital Service under the direc- 
tion of the Treasury Department. Repre- 
sentative Davis, of Massachusetts, has in- 
troduced a bill providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Commissioner of Health to pre- 
side over a bureau attached to the Inte- 
rior Department, and repealing the law 
of 1879. The subject is one that deserves 
the attention of Congress. If the several 
surveys and other scientific bureaus 
should be gathered under one head it 
might be well to include in the group a 
bureau of health. 








A rumor comes from Dublin that Mr. 
GLADSTONE and Mr. PARNELL have agreed 
upon an [Irish measure which the Liberals, 
except the Whigs, and the Parnellites are 
expected to join in supporting. Itis an 
improbable rumor. Such a consultation 
might be a very judicious thing if the 
English people were in a better temper. 
But the suspicion that Mr. PARNELL had 
had a hand in preparing a Government 
measure would decide many Eng- 
lish votes against it, and might de- 
cide Irish votes against it also, so 
strong is the Irish feeling against any in- 
triguing of their representatives with the 
English Government for any purpose. 
Mr. GLADSTONE has been particularly 
careful to hold no conference with any 
conspicuous representative of the Home 
Rule Party since he set to work upon his 
scheme for home rule. It is unlikely that 
any Irish leader will see the bill before it 
is introduced in the House of Commons, 
though itis not at all unlikely that Mr. 
GLADSTONE may have obtained at second 
hand a statement of the points upon 
which the Parnellites will insist. 








THE TREASURY STATEMENT. 

The Treasury statement for the month 
of January, which we print this morning, 
shows a reduction of the public debt, less 
cash in the Treasury, of $8,672,553 81, 
making a total reduction since the pres- 
ent Administration took office of $46,204,- 
080 35. The reduction is effected by the 
increase in the balance in the Treasury 
less a slight increase in the outstanding 
liabilities. The most noteworthy features 
of the Treasury’s present resources are a 
decrease in gold of about twelve millions 
($11,904,198) and an increase in silver of 
nearly seven millions ($6,644,794.) There 
is also an increase in the amount of Unit- 
ed States notes on hand of about twenty 
millions ($19,879,138. ) 

This closes the first eleven months of the 
new Administration. The total reduction 
of the debt within the year will doubt- 
less exceed $50,000,000. According to all 
orthodox Republican standards of finan- 
cial judgment, this reduction must be re- 
garded as a good thing, and the Demo- 
cratic Party must be credited with it, 
very much as if, after the example of the 
illustrious statesman in his cups, it ‘* had 
paid it itself.” This was the general rea- 
soning regarding the heavy reductions 
that took place while the Republicans 
were in power. We need hardly say to 
our readers that we do not agree with this 
reasoning any more now than we did 
when it was one of the favorite arguments 
in support of the Republican Party. The 
reduction of the debt from 1866 to 
1872 had, however, this in its favor— 
it strengthened the public credit in 
a way which was very effective, and 
prepared the country for refunding 
what remained of the debt at lower 
rates. It was excessive, however, even 
for this purpose, and nearly all of the re- 
duction that has since taken place has 
been an unnecessary and grievous burden 
upon the prosperity and the well-being of 
the country. That which is now going 
on is even more inexcusable. The credit 
of the Government has reached a point 
where, all things considered, it may fairly 
be said to be better than that of any other 
Government in the world. The bonds that 
are now being paid off by the Treasury 
bear but 3 per cent. interest, and even the 
8 per cents command a slight premium in 
the market. We could without difficulty 
fund the entire remaining debt of the 
Government at the lowest rate now paid. 
It is not improbable that it could be done 
at even a lower rate. 

The reduction now going on is required 
by law and provided for by the revenues. 
The responsibility of the Democratic 





‘af the Democratic State Committee of i Party for it is only partial, But that the 
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law is not changed, that the premature 
payment of the debt is not suspended, that 
the taxes necessary to keep it up are not 
reduced, is, so far as the Democratic Party 
could have changed all this, not to its 
credit. The Executive is not to be blamed, 
for the President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury have made recommendations be- 
yond what the majority in the House is 
prepared to act upon. But that ma- 
jority is distinctly blamable for not 
moving with more energy and de- 
cision in relieving the burdens of the 
people. If the taxation by means of 
which the debt is being paid off were wise 
taxation, so levied as to be the least pos- 
sible drawback on the earning capacity of 
the people, it would still be the duty of 
Congress to keep it at the lowest point 
that would yield enough revenue for the 
real necessities of the Government. But 
it is not such taxation. On the contrary, 
it is made heaviest where it should be 
lightest, and interferes at every point 
with the activity of trade and industry. 
With revenue of this sort, raised in this 
way, it is folly to: regard a reduction of 
debt as creditable to the party in power, 
or partially in power. It is the taxes, not 
the debt, that should’be adjusted and re- 
duced. 

The net reduction of the debt is due, as 
we have said, to an increase in the availa- 
ble balance in the Treasury, but, as we 
have also pointed out, this balance is 
reached by an increase in the United 
States notes and in silver dollars and 
a decrease in gold. The silver dollars 
have increased by 6,644,794, while the sil- 
ver certificates have fallen off about 
$3,000,000. All the coinage of the past 
month, therefore, remains in the Treas- 
ury and some $1,500,000 more has gath- 
ered there. Such a change is not in itself 
disquieting, but, considered with refer- 
ence to the causes that have produced 
it, itis not reassuring. It is simply one 
more proof added to those already nu- 
merous and conclusive enough that if it 
be not suspended the silver law will 
empty the Treasury of gold and fill it 
with depreciated silver. 











THE PAN ELECTRIC SCANDAL, 

The House took a very sensible course 
yesterday in adopting without dissent Mr. 
HANBACK’S resolution empowering the 
Committee on Expenditures in the Depart- 
ment of Justice to inquire into “ any ex- 
penditure on the part of the Government 
relative to the rights of the Bell and Pan 
Electric Telephone Companies.” Partly 
through the persistent efforts of the 
Bell Company to sustain a dangerously 
weak case by misrepresentation and a 
fog of unfounded statements, and partly 
through the importance which properly 
belongs to it, the subject has become one 
of great interest, and the public is entitled 
to a full knowledge of what its servants 
have done in response to the demand for 
an inquiry into the status of the Bell 
patents. 

But the publication of the figures show- 
ing expenditures in the Department of 
Justice will reach only in an indirect way 
the root of the Pan Electric scandal. It 
will probably be found that there have 
been no expenditures which might not 
have been made not only with perfect 
propriety but without criticism or remark 
by an Attorney-General who never saw 
or owned a certificate of telephone stock. 
The House might more surely reach the 
offenders in this case by passing a resolu- 
tion expressing its opinion that a person 
who accepts as a gift while in Congress or 
in the service of the Government large 
or small quantities of the stock of 
a corporation is deserving of censure, 
and that the ownership of such stock 
should disqualify him from serving in 
any office in which he would be liable to 
be called upon to take official action upon 
questions involving the rights or privi- 
leges of the corporation in which he was 
interested. 

The Senate would be mightily incensed 
by such a resolution, but we do not see 
how the shameless greed of United States 
Senators is to be properly rebuked unless 
by the House. Mr. GARLAND and Senator 
HaRRIS can do something to clear them- 
selves by publicly burning their Pan 
Electric stock. But a Congressional vote 
of censure would add a deserved and 
wholesome public rebuke to the prickings 
of their private consciences. 








VIRGINIA AND HER COUPONS. 

Decisions were rendered by the United 
States Supreme Court yesterday in four 
cases involving the validity of the legisla- 
tion by which the State of Virginia has 
attempted to avoid its obligation to re- 
ceive the coupons of bonds issued under 
authority of the act of 1871 in payment 
of taxes. In one of these cases the plaintiff 
had been fined for practicing law without 
a license, having been refused a license 
on tendering the required fee partly in 
coupons. The court upholds his right 
to receive the license on tender- 
ing payment of the fee in tax- 
receivable coupons, In another case 
the right to a mandamus to compel the 
giving of a license to practice law is sus- 
tained when payment of the fee is tend- 
ered in coupons. In the other two cases 
the right of a taxpayer to sue a tax col- 
lector for trespass when his property is 
levied upon for taxes after coupons have 
been tendered in payment and refused is 
sustained, All these decisions distinctly 
maintain the doctrine that the funding 
act of 1871. created a contract with the 
taxpayers that the coupons should be re- 
ceived for all dues to the State and that 
subsequent legislation inconsistent there- 
with is unconstitutional, as impairing the 
obligation of the contract. 

The course of the State in its endeavor 
to avoid receiving the coupons has been 
persistent and shameless, The act of 1871 
declared in plain terms that the-coupons 
of the bonds to be issued should be ‘“‘ re- 
ceivable at and after maturity for all 
taxes, debts, dues, and demands due the 
State,” but the very next year an act was 
passed prohibiting the officers charged 
with the collection of taxes from receiv- 
ing anything but coin, Treasury notes, and 
national bank notes, and repealing all 
laws inconsistent therewith. The State 
Court of Appeals decided that the State 
had entered into a valid contract by the 
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taxes, and declared the act of 1872 unconsti- 
tutional. In 1882 a law was passed pro- 
viding that when coupons were tendered 
they should be refused and payment in 
money required, but allowing taxpayers, 
after establishing the genuineness of the 
coupons by a prescribed judicial process, to 
recover their money and have the coupons 
received, This was, of course, intended to 
discourage payment in coupons, but 
strangely enough it was upheld by a 
majority of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in 1883 on _ the 
ground that an adequate remedy was pro- 
vided. In 1884 two more acts relating to 
the subject were passed by the Virginia 
Legislature. One of these directly for- 
bade the receiving of coupons in payment 
of taxes, and the other required the ac- 
ceptance of nothing but money, practically 
going back to the ground taken in the leg- 
islation of 1872. But this time the State 
courts sustained the officers of the State 
in refusing coupons and enforcing the 
collection of taxes in money. 

The matter came before the Supreme 
Court again in April of last year, and 
it took ground distinctly against all 
the repudiating legislation of Virginia, 
and even went so far as to hold 
that persons who were not citizens of 
Virginia could maintain suits against 
the officers of the State to compel the 
acceptance of coupons in payment of 
taxes. It was held that such suits were 
not suits against the State in contraven- 
tion of the eleventh amendment of the 
Constitution, but against its officers per- 
sonally, inasmuch as they were act-. 
ing under no valid law of the State and 
therefore could not-shield themselves un- 
der its authority. The court has consist- 
ently held that the laws providing that 
coupons shall not be received for taxes 
impair the obligation of a contract and 
are therefore unconstitutional, and now 
it holds clearly that its officers can be 
compelled to accept them or go without 
payment, and cannot deprive citizens of 
the rights to be secured by payment or 
collect the taxes in any other way after 
coupons have been tendered and refused. 

The decisions rendered yesterday are in 
line with those of last year, and involve 
no new principle. They were simply made 
necessary by the persistency of the tax 
officers of Virginia in refusing coupons 
and in attempting to collect money by 
levying upon property, and by the per- 
sistency of the State courts in upholding 
them and refusing redress to the 
tax-payers. In each instance the 
Supreme Court remanded the cases to 
the court below, from which they 
had been appealed, and directed that 
proceedings be taken in accordance 
with its decisions. Whether its authority 
will be ignored remains to be seen, If it 
is ignored, doubtless means will be found 
to enforce it, and it 1s pretty cer- 
tain that citizens of Virginia who offer 
coupons in payment of taxes cannot be 
compelled to pay in anything else, or be 
deprived of their rights or their property in 
consequence. The State must take the 
coupons or go without taxes to the extent 
to which they are offered, unless the tax- 
payers voluntarily submit to its unjust 
proceedings. 


MR. SHARP'S OPPORTUNITY. 

Mr. JAcoB SHARP has decided, it ap- 
pears, that it would be a breach of de- 
corum for him to vindicate himseif against 
the charge of having bribed the Board of 
Aidermen until he has secured the con- 
sent of the Court of Appeals. This is 
perhaps an overstrained sensitiveness; at 
any rate, it is an overruled sensitiveness. 
Judge BARRETT has decided that Mr. 
SHARP and his asscciates must appear and 
vindicate themselves or else suffer the 
penalties of contempt of court, which Mr, 
MonmoutH B. WIiLson has lately found 
too grievous to be borne, 

From a practical point of view the diffi- 
culties in the way of a vindication are 
manifest. The only process by which the 
vindication can be made complete is by a 
full showing of what was done with the 
$2,500,000, more or less, raised by 
mortgage upon the Broadway Road and 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Road. 
It is easily understood that this process 
may have its inconveniences, The Cable 
Railroad scheme at Albany is believed to 
have taken a great deal of beating. Mr. 
SHARP is believed to have been actively 
engaged in opposition to it, and Mr. 
SHaRP is not believed to be the sort of 
man who, in Scriptural language, goeth a 
warfare at his own cost. His expenses, if 
he incurred any, were probably reim- 
bursed. His answer to an inquiry what 
they were would doubtless be that that was 
nobody’s business except that of the per- 
son on whose account they were incurred 
and by whom they were repaid. He can- 
not make that answer in the suit now 
pending. He has in effect made it al- 
ready and it has been overruled, The 
court has decided that the dissatisfied 
stockholders of the Seventh-avenue road 
are entitled to know where the money 
went that was raised by mortgaging their 
property. 

The case is the same with regard to the 
means by which the Broadway franchise 
was secured. The Aldermen of last year 
were not for the most part men whose 
opinions upon a financial question would 
have received much consideration in Wall- 
street. But they were believed at the 
time to have had a roughly accurate 
notion of what the Broadway franchise 
was worth. The belief that there was a 
large amount of money in it was firmly 
rooted in their minds. Here also the 
parties immediately concerned were satis- 
tied with the transaction, whatever it was, 
by which the issue of the charter was 
secured, and if the courts would kindly 
rule that-no person who was dissatisfied 
had a right to make inquiries, such a 
ruling would leave nothing to be desired. 

They have thus far ruled the other way. 
It must be evident to the promoters of the 
Broadway surface road that. they have 
been too eager to reserve for themselves 
all the gains of that enterprise. It may 
be paying a very handsome profit on all 
the money put into it, but it does not 
seem to be paying that profit to all the 
persons who have put in the money. 
Two and a half millions of dollars is a very 




















large sum to be spent upon three miles of 
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surface rails, even including the gorgeous 
vans in which the passengers upon the 
Broadway roads: have the privilege of 
standing. It was to be expected that 
the persons who have. contributed to this: 
sum without partaking the profits of the 
inner circle of promoters, who know what 
was done with the excess of it over the 
costs of the road, should be anxious to 
share this knowledge. If these stockhold- 
ers had been satisfied with their share of 
the profits, it is probable that the suit 
would not have been begun in which Mr. 
SHarP and his associates have been sum- 
moned to.appear as witnesses, 

It is painful for a modest man to be 
dragged from the retirement which he 
loves into the glare of publicity, even for 
his own vindication. It must be doubly 
painful in this case, when not only the 
officers of the Seventh-avenue road but 
their books are to be exposed to an un- 
feeling scrutiny. Their vindication must 
now take the shape of a.- statement 
which shall be consistent, not only 
with itself, but with the books, 
and with any other facts that may 
come to light during the investiga- 
tion. Upon the whole, it is not so much 
to be wondered at that they should insist 
upon the sanction of the Court of Appeals 
before exposing themselves to this ordeal. 
They have at least learned already that 
the troubles of benefactors who are trying 
to confer boons upon an inappreciative 
public are not over when they have en- 
listed the sympathies of the Legislature 
and of the Board of Aldermen. 











THE ADVERTISING CAT. 


The remarkably ingenious application 
of the cat to theatrical advertising, 
recently made in Chicago, opens up a field 
of usefulness for that hitherto imprac- 
ticable domestic animal. A long and 
painful experience has led philosophers to 
assume that the civilized cat has no place 
in political economy, except to benefit in- 
cidentally those persons who sell boot- 
jacks, court plaster, and remedies for 
insomnia. The cat toils not, neither does 
he spin nor catch mice, and though from 
time immemorial a fixture in every 
kitchen he has skillfully concealed the 
fact that he possessed the slightest 
value. On the other hand, theatrical 
managers have for years been sufferers 
from chronic inability to get enough free 
advertising of their wares, and the time 
finally came when the enormous incident 
of an actress losing a twenty-thousand- 
dollar paste necklace, ora leading man 
being stricken with a disastrous cold in 
the head, barely excited a five-line para- 
graph in the columns of a metropolitan 
newspaper; and free beer was found to 
have no influence on the brutally keen 
discrimination of a critic, except in barn- 
storming centres of the wild West. So, 
while every household groaned under its 
wealth of useless cats, managers groped 
through a famine of advertising dodges 
unaware that within easy reach lay a de- 
vice more precious than a gold mine. 

Like most great discoveries, the Chicago 
cat system of advertising, as originally 
planned, is primitive and extravagant. 
It is stated that Manager HooLry, turned 
loose 2,000 simultaneous cats from his 
stage door, each with a blue ribbon about 
its neck bearing a printed reference to his 
show. This involved a reckless expendi- 
ture of ribbon and press work, to say 
nothing of the waste implied in the gratu- 
itous scattering of cats. Admitting, on the 
authority of our telegraphic advices, that 
the cats only cost $5 a hundred, and as- 
suming that the ribbon was 2 cents a yard 
and the presswork cheap, it will readily be 
seen that the outlay must have been consid- 
erable. | Now, an advertisement expressed 
in cats cannot be stereotyped by any 
means at present known to typographical 
science, and hence each edition must 
either be set up in new type—sthat is, cats— 
or be deferred until an army of boys can 
search the town and bring back the old 
type, or cats, to be used again. By either 
method a vas{ amount of money will be 
involved, and the natural wear and tear 
of the cats themselves will add to the 
difficulty. _A manager therefore who 
contemplates a nightly change of bill 
and a daily eruption of readable and 
attractive cats will be forced to thought- 
fully consider the relative questions of 
demand and supply and secure a more 
rapid means for the production of mate- 
rial than that already familiar to the 
wakeful citizen. 

It cannot be denied that the invention, 
although at present crude and wasteful, 
is one of great promise. As a means of 
attracting pubiic attention to some of our 
amusements, particularly in the line of 
migratory light opera, the cat has natural 
qualities which cannot but recommend 
him. He will occupy fences now inacces- 
sible to the bill stickers, and make him- 
self and the show equally notorious. Be- 
sides, the advertising cat will serve the 
theatres in anew way. There are per- 
sons of a sordid and somnolent turn, who 
would rather go to bed than spend a dol- 
lar and a half to witness a bad perform- 
ance. By flooding a town with his cas- 
cade of dramatic cats the manager will 
put sleep out of the question and compel 
the public either to come to his theatre or 
go mad, 

A slight drawback to the success of the 
scheme will appear when advertising cats 
belonging to rival managers undertake to 
settle their private differences in a cloud 
of fur and profanity on some fence claimed 
as common property. In that case both 
the advertisements and eats would be seri- 
ously mixed, and the inquiring citizen 
who had determined to goto a particu- 
lar theatre would be unable to ascertain 
whether he was to see SALVINI or a Circus.

MANUFACTURERS DISPOSED TO GRANT AXt* 
INCREASE OF WAGES. 


Fauu River, Mass., Feb. 1.~At the meet~ 
ing of manufacturers this. afternoon fhe demand 
of the spinners for an advance in wages of 10 
per cent. was discussed. Some manufacturers 
held that there was nothing definite about the, 
present favorable condition of the market'to 
warrant better prices for labor. The main point 
considered was whether the outlook for the fut- 
ure was indicated by the surface view of afew 
days’ production. It was argued that everything 


depended upon the trade of the next few weeks, 
If the goods held by the jobbers met with 
a fair demand throughout the country the 
stock of prints would be taken of their 
hands and consequently manufacturing might 
continue to be remunerative. On the other 
hand, so far as can now be determined, there is 
no promise of a great revival in the cotton in- 
dustry. If wages were now advanced and the 
business of the past year should be experienced 
it would necessitate another reduction in wages, 
and there would be further trouble. One thin 

insisted upon most strenuously was the fact tha 

the milla had paid almoss nothing forthe past 
two years, and that the operatives had received 
all that there was. ftockholders had suffered, 
and it seemed but fair that capital should re- 
ceive some return. Other manufacturers 
thought that if a strike owas _ inevit- 
able it might as well come now as later, 
In regard te a compromise, there were some per- 
sons present who were of the opinion that the 
operatives were not ina condition to standa 
general shut down. Tne sentiment of the meet- 
ing was notin favor of an immediate advance, 
A committee of six was chosen to take the mat~ 
~ under advisement and report at an early 

ate. 

The committee met last evening and agreed ta 
report in favor of granting the advance on April 
1. The report will come up tor adoption Thurs« 
day next. Cloth declined 1-16 cent to-day, and 
now is quoted at 3 5-16 cents. 

There is no trouble at King Philip Mill to-day. 
The mill started up this morning, but no new 
help was secured. A meeting of the operativeg 
will be held to-morrow afternoon. 

The Jabor troubles here took a new phase to. 
night by the printers joining in a demand for 
recognition. The Typographical Union of thig 
city, which was organized four months ago, ata 
meeting to-night appointed a committee to wait 
upon the different newspaper proprietors and to 
request them to withdraw plate matter trom 
their issues. Some opposition is expected, but 
as two of the three journals ure alleged labor 
papers itis probable that they will yield. Every 
new labor issue here is now hailed with delight by 
the unionists, and the printers will have the sup. 
port of all organizations.

NEW-JERSEY’S JURISDICTION. 


THE RIGHT TO BUILD A BRIDGE OVERSTATEN 
ISLAND SOUND. 

TRENTON, Feb. 1.—The resolutions as- 
serting the jurisdiction of the States of New- 
York and New-Jersey over the waters of Staten 
Island Sound and declaring that Congress can< 
not without the consent of New-Jersey author« 
ize the Baltimore and Ohio bridge at that point, 
were put on the Senators’ desks this evening 
just before prayer, as Senator Fis: remarked. 
They passed the Assembly last week. Senator 
Youngblood moved that they be referred to the 


appropriate committee, but this seemed to meet 
with no favor, and he moved that they be laid 
over till to-morrow. Senator Gardner urged 
that they be acted upon at once. There wasn’t 
amember of the Senate, he said, who had not 
been made acquainted by the newspapers with 
the purpose and effect of the resolutions, 

Senator Vanderbilt said tbat he nappened ac- 
cidentally to be in the House when the resolu- 
tions were passed last week, and he had sinca 
studied the legal questions they suggested, and 
the more he studied them the more important 
they seemed. He was prepared to vote on them 
at once, but his examination had convinced him 
that no Senator could vote intelligently with- 
out an opportunity to look into them. He 
favored delay. Senator Fish also made an argu 
ment against immediate action. The motion to 
lay over was finally put and adopted by the fole 
lowing vote:

A BIG LAWSUIT ON HAND. 
aontonnisilicisin 
THE UNION BANK OF QUEBEC TO ACCOUN1 
FOR $1,500,000. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 1.—Considerable excite- 
ment has been Created in financial circles by the 
entering of an action in the Superior Court 
against the Union Bank of Quebec, calling 
upon it to account for the sum of $1,500,000. 
This action has been taken by Messrs. 
Gibsone and Aylwin, advocates in the 
name of Dame Georgiana Hall. wife of Dr. 
Smith, a prominent lawyer of Portland. Mrs. 
Smith isa daughter of the tate G. B. Hall. of 
Montmorenci, and granddaughter of Peter Pat- 
terson, of the same place, who left his entire es- 
tate, valued at over $1,500,000, to the children of 
Mr. G. B. Hall. The Unicon Bank sued Mrs, 
Smith and other keirs of the Hall estate some 
time ago for large amounts claimed to be due 
for advances to the estate by the bank. Now 
Mrs. Smith contends that the Patterson estate 
has been drawn upon by the bank or those act- 
ing in its behalf to repay loans made by it to 
The action now taken calls the 
bank to account tor the full amount of the Pat- 
terson estate. The suit is contested by the bank, 
for if Mrs. Smith should be successful in com- 
pelling repayment of ber share of her grand- 
father's estate it is not improbable that all the 
heirs will make similar claims. Mr. Andrew 
Tbomson, President of the bank, had for some 
years acted as manager of the Hall estate. He 
withdrew from the position, however, over & 
year ago. 





TO HELP AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES 

ItHaca, N. Y., Feb. 1.—President Adams 
returned yesterday from an important trip tq 
Washington, where he went to appear before 
the Committee on Agriculture in the interest of 


a bill now before Congress, which, if passed, will 
greatly strengthen the Agricultural Department 
in the Cornell University. The bill proposes to 
give $15,000 per year to the ayvricultural collereq 
established under the Morrill act of 1862, and fo# 
publishing the results of experiments at thesa 
stations. The feeling is that experiments ara 
constantly carried on at theagricultural colleges, 
the results of which ought to be systematically 
made known to the public. <A bill providing for 
the means of having these results made known 
was introduced in the Jast Congress, wus re- 
ported upon favorably by the Committee on 
Agriculture, and was swamped in the multitude 
of business at the end of the session. Another 
bill substantially identical with the former bill 
has been introduced in the present Congress and 
is now under consideration with the Committea 
on Agriculture. On Thursday last this commit- 
tee gave a hearing to the friends of the meas- 
ure. Among those who ad@ressed the com- 
mittee were President Adams, of the uni- 
versity; President Willetts, of Michigar 
Agricultural College; President Atherton, o 
Pennsyivania; Prof. Cooke, of New-Jersey, and 
Prof. Rynders, of Uhio. It is expected that the 
committee will report unanimous'!y in favor of 
the passage of the bill. Should it pass the Hous4 
of Representatives and the Senate and becoméa 
a law it will add $15,000 per year to the working 
ability of the university. The bill requires the 
appointment of a Director of the Experiment 
Station and such subordinates as are necessary 
to carry on the work efficiently.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


MR. LAWRENCE BARRETT. 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett, after a year’s ab- 
Bence from New-York, returned to the stage of 
the Star Theatre last evening, appearing in 
“Hernani” amid brilliantly attractive sur- 
roundings, to be greeted with manifesta- 
tions of esteem, emphatically expressed, 
by one of the most remarkuble audiences of the 
Present dramatic season. The house was crowd- 
ed, and faces well known in public life were seen 
on every side. There were men and women 
prominent in art, literature, the financial world, 
and the world of fashion. Mr. Barrett shows no 
traces of his recent indisposition in his face, 
and he went through the bustling and exciting 
ecenes of the play with all needful alertness 
and vigor. The English version of * Hernani,” 
which was seen in New-York last evening 
for the first time in the memory of 


the present generation, although there is 
@ tradition that the late Mr. Eddy gnce had it in 
his repertory, was produced in hiladelphia, 
Dec. 28 last, by Mr. Barrett, and the per- 
formance was reviewed in THE Times of 
the day following. That performance, how- 
ever, was largely experimental; upon the 
vérdict of that night’s audience depended 
the future of the tragedy sofaras Mr. Barrett 
Was concerned. The verdict was favorable, and 
as a result the piece was chosen to begin Mr. 
Barrett’s too brief New-York season. The favor 
bestowed upon the actor and the play last 
night makes it probable that ‘“ Hernani” 
run during most of the engagement, 
although it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Barrett wil! find it expedient to devote a few 
evenings to Don Felix, Gringoire, and some 
other characters in the long list of plays asso- 
ciated with his name. Mr. Barrett’s acting in 
* Hernani”’ is spimted, graceful, end forcible. 
His skill in the romantic drama bas scarcely 
n more strongly demonstrated than in this 
play: but he isan actor whose fame Will never 
rest upon bis portrayal of one character or one 
line of characters. In Cassius, Harebell, and 
Yorick he amply demonstrates the breadth 
of his field of action and the ver- 
satility of his talent. In some other 
réles also his personal triumph is much 
more pronounced than in the embodiment of an 
ardent youth like Hernani, who is a creature of 
romance pure and simple, with burning pas- 
sions, fierce 1n love, uncontroliabie in hate, and 
with the most exalted and poetical notions of 
honor. 

“*Hernani” is admirably mounted at the Star 
Theatre. The five scenes are substantial and 
beautiful, and the three most striking pictures, 
the midnight conflict in the street at Saragossa, 
the meeting of the conspirators in the vaults 
of Aix-le-Chapelle, and the illuminated Moorish 
garden, excited the spectators to loud demonstra- 
tions ot approval. The scene painters are 
Messrs. Heineman and Clare. The dresses 
are rich and tasteful, and the  super- 
numeraries numerous enough to~ give 
due effect to the climaxes in which their services 
gare needed. Mr. Barrett's chief triumphs were 
made, as before, in the impressive scene with 
Sylva in Act IIIf, and the death scene. Miss 
Minra Gale, at present the principal lady 
in Mr. Barrett's company, is an _ interesting 
and promising actress. She bas a hand- 
some face and a tall, lithe figure. There 
Were moments in her performance of 
Donna Zanthe in which she touched tho 
heart with simple pathos, and her faults, chiefly 
shown in scenes where vehemence is demanded, 
are those allied to youth and inexperience. Mr. 
F, C. Mosley as the gallant Carlo Quinto infused 
some fire into his work, and gained recognition 
after the scene of defiance in Act Il., in which 
the King is the central figure, and not Her- 
nani... Mr. C. M, Collins is not a strong 
enough actor for the part of De Sylva, and 
his performance was merely conventional, 
its merits being negative. Still he marred 
nothing. The performance, as we bave said, 
was most cordially received, which proves 
either that the taste for the romartic drama is 
reviving in New-York, or that Mr. Lawrence 
Barrett is so bighly esteemed that any sort of 
play he produces meets with favor. 
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FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

Mr. Edwin Booth made his reappearance 
in this city at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last 
evening, acting in “ Hamlet” and supported by 
the Boston Museum company. The audience 
which assembled to greet the tragedian on his 
return was large and enthusiastic. Indeed, the 
enthusiasm seemed at times to be somewhat 
greater than the movement of the play demand- 
ed. Mr. Booth needs no such means of impress- 
ing the value of kis work upon this public. 
His Hamlet was long ago recognized as 
@ masterpiece of dramatic art. It is 
too late now to say avything new of 
it, save that Mr. Booth has here and 
there made slight alterations in the stage busi- 
ness, trifling in themselves, but significant as 
showing the ceaselessness of the actor’s thought- 
ful study. Mr. Booth's Hamlet loses nothing as 
the years roll by. It is still the same deeply con- 
ceived and artistically executed impersonation 
as in days gone by. The power, the pathos, the 
passion, and the poetry of it only grow mel- 
lower and sweeter with ace. Last night it had 
its wonted effect on the intelligent portion 
of the audience, and the noisy and ill-timed 
demonstrations of the gallery were quickly 
bushed several times by those who were un- 
wiiltng to lose asyllable of that reading which 
at once interprets and creates. The supporting 
company was only tolerable. Mr. J. B. Mason's 
Laertes was by far the best performance given 
by any of the men. It was a manly and forci- 
bie, if not always finished, piece of acting. Miss 
Blanche Thompson’s Ophelia was notably un- 
promising in the earlier part of the play. but 
the mad scenes were given with good effect. 
Mr. Charles Barroa’s ghost was exceedingly 
ghastly in appearance and sepulchral, not 
to say moldy, in elocution. Mr. Charles 
Kent, as laudius, strained for effects 
which he never reached and _ generally 
comported himself as if his head would 
have been much easier without a crown. 
Mr. Aifred Hudson, as Polonius, was funny, 
which Mr. W. F. Owen, as First Grave Digger, 
pertainly was not. Miss Annie Clarke, as the 
Queen, pitched her acting in a key so much 
nigber than the others, that it ‘not seemed, but 
was, Overdrawn. The stage management de- 
serves condemnation for inattention to those de- 
tails Which go to make up the effectiveness of a 
play. Thestupid pushing on and off of a wing 
while Mr. Booth was ir the middle of the great 
solilequy and thus distracting the attention of 
the audience was a thing not to be tolerated.

‘which there ia vexation, but no real sorrow, to 
jtome forth an honest, happy, and obedient wife. 
Few men would care to subject the women they 
love to such atrial as Juliana’s,and we are 
Btraid that the experiment would rarely be as 
puccesstul as in the case of the Duke Aranza. 
“The Honeymoon” used to rank with Kuowles’s 
* Hunchback” as atest piece for aspiring act- 
ressea, aithough the latte is oftener put to use 
nowadays, and the Julianas of the stage are 
rarer than the Julias. As & matter of fact, 
4 essaying the part of Juliana Miss 
ather has not made herself liable to compari- 
bon with any sister artist, and her performance 
willbe judged therefore on its own merits and 
by her own stanaard, as exhibited in her Jutiet 
and her Leah. Her acting last evening was so 
ull of animation and archness, and so complete- 
y successful with the greater portion of her 
pudience, that stringent criticism of it 
need not be deferred on account of the 
phivalric feeling ali the world bestows 
upon a pretty actress. Miss Mather is 
ambitious to obtain and hold a place in the front 
rank, and in order to do that she must free her- 
self of the easily eradicable faults of style which 
t present mar the effect of everything she does. 
he has force and intelligence, and that she is 
pot restrained by the limits of her ability toa 
arrow range of characters last night’s per- 
Ormance conclusively proves. Her Juliana, 
from first to last, was a clever and entertain- 
ing piece of acting. She was pretty and pict- 
uresque in her attire, graceful in her postures, 
nd often sympathetic. Many well-considered 
its of by-play were used to excelient effect. 
A littie episode at the end of Act III., which 
foreshadows the end and Juliana’s complete 
pubmission to her lord, was tender and graceful. 
fn many passages of the text, also, Miss 
ather showed her ability to read verse in 
& simple and unaffected manner; yet in others 
yhe barely escaped falling into the worst faults 
of mispronunciation and exaggerated empha- 
sis noted in her Leah. The hysterical gasp was 
iso called into use, and certainly it added noth- 
g to the pleasure of the audience.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Gounod’s ‘ Faust,” although done to 
death by repetition in every known tongue dur- 
ing the last 20 years, still bas power to attract 
and please. Its performance at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House last evening drew out a 
large audience, and the progress of the 
story was followed with as keen an inter- 
est, seemingly, as if its incidents and 
culmination had been unfamiliar to every spec- 
tator in the place. ‘* Faust’? was represented by 
the same artists that appeared in it when men- 
tion of its production at the Metropolitan 
was last made in these columns. Herr 
Alvary remains in possession of the titu- 
lar rédle, and  Friulein Lehmann, Friiu- 
lein Siach, and Herren Fischer and Robinson 
sustained the characters most recently assumed 
by them at the Saturday matinée. To the ex- 
cellences and defects of the performance as a 
whole suflicient allusion has already been made, 
Its shortcomings are the consequence of the 
lack of a conductor desirous of bringing forth 
the unwritten beauties of the work, and com- 
petent to do so through experience as well as 
sympathy. With the singers concerned in 
the representation, the chorus and orchestra, 
and the superb stage attire with which the opera 
has been equipped, “ Faust,” with its romantic 
subject and lovelyt melodies, might be inter- 
preted at the Metropolitan in such a manner as 
to give it new vitaliiy. As it is, its rendering 
claims hearty commendation, and parts of the 
work are undeniably impressive, but the feeling 
that the representation is not carried on con 
amore is experienced more than once while 
it lasts. Sufficient attention has not been 
accorded, we think, the stage costume of 
tbe opera at the up-town house. The 
Oriental splendor of the mise en scéne of 
““The Queen of Sheba’ should not blind people 
to the fact that Gounod’s masterpiece is pro- 
vided, on the occasion of its latest revival, with 
scenery, costumes, and a personne! that have 
never been beheld by the present generation 
when “Faust” has been given by either Italian, 
German, or English artists. 


LE 
ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

“The Magic Flute’’ was once more rep- 
resented at the Academy of Music last evening. 
The performance was carried on by the artists 
that have alreedy been heard in it and with 
the same felicitous results. Mr. Whitney’s 
portrayal of Sarastro is unquestionably 
one of the most impressive efforts that 
gifted artist has put forthof late years. The 
upper tones of Mr. Whitney’s voice have become 
somewhat worn, but the lower ones have kept 
their resonance, and the effect of their organ- 
like depth und richness in Sarastro’s meas- 
ures in the first act is literally thrill- 
ing. Mme. L’Allemand was more. success- 
tul in Astrafiammante’s second air last 
night than on earlier occasions. In other re- 
spects the representation was as before. “ The 
Magic Fiute” is magnificently placed upon 
the stage at the Academy, and, aithough it 
may appear irreverent to imply that Mo- 
zart’s music is scarcely worthy the superb 
mise en scére lavished upon the opera— 
it will not be claimed, of courge, that Shikane- 
der’s absurd libretto merits any outlay of the 
sort—there 1s cause for regret that the scenic 
attire should not have been bestowed upona 
work likelier to prove more generally attractive. 
As matters stand, it cannot fairly be said 
that the mellifuous strains of “The Magic 
Flute” have sufficient variety and accent to de- 
light modern pleasureseekers, most of whom 
have acquired a taste for music of more direct 
significance and better fitted to stir the pas- 
sions than the dulcet tunes of Tamino 
and Tamina. Persons, however, that may tire 
of Mozart at the Academy can turn to the fruit 
of the painter’s and costumer’s toil for relief, 
and feast their eyes on pictures and moving 
throngs full of such brilliant color and life as 
the old-time composer and playwright never 
dreamed of. 


THE GRAND OPERA HOUSE. 

It took a longer time than usual to seat 
the audience at the Grand Opera House last 
evening, for there were more than the custom- 
ary number of late arrivals. As most of the 
latter also bad seats well up in front, and as the 
play was begun promptly on time, it followed 
that many seated in the orchestra were unable 
to see the first 10 or 15 minutes of the perform- 
ance. When the audience finally was collected 
it made a numerous showing. The play pre- 
sented was “The Wages of Sin,” that peculiar 
melodrama built on the lines of a sermon and 
with the homily ever prominent, but a strong 
and moving play for all that. The cast is 
changed considerably from the one which 

roduced the drama at the Fourteenth- 
street Theatre. Charles C. Maubury still takes 
the part of George Brand, the curate. Mark 
Price is now the Stephen Marler, the villain of 
the play, and Frederick Sackett the Harry Went- 
worth. Miss Eleanor Carey portrays Ruth, the 
deceived heroine; Mrs. Emma Courtaine, Mrs.

THE CLEVELAND TRAGEDY. 


WHAT THE CORONER’S INVESTIGATION HAS 
DISCLOSED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 1.—The all-en- 
grossing topic of conversation here to-day has 
been the butchery of yesterday. The Coroner's 
investigation began at 10:30 o’clock this morning 
and lasted until 5 o'clock this evening. The 
bodies of the murdered women, Mrs. Smith and 
her companion, Mrs. Wilson, have been prepared 
tor burial, but the date of interment has not 
been fixed. The funeral of Mrs. Smith will be 
supervised by her married daughter, who lives 


in Sandusky, and the remains of Mrs. Wilson 
have been takenin charge by Dr. J. P. Sell,a 
local phyaician, who had been attending her 
prior to the murder. The Coroner’s investiga- 
tion reveals the fact that Smith, who wielded 
the murderous hammer, was not intoxicated, 
and when he was interrogated personally this 
afternoon he gave his head a violent shake of 
denial ‘to the query, “Were you drunk 
Saturday night?’ Witnesses testified be- 
fore the Coroner that they had _ heard 
Smith say of his wife that he “would finish 
her off,” and of both her and her compan- 
ion that he would get even with them. Speak- 
ing of the divorce proceeding which his wife 
had instituted and refused to withdraw, he had 
said: ** —— you,if you letit go on I will meet 
you balf way:” and in the hearing of one wit- 
ness Smith said: “If we cannot live together, 
we can die together.” One of the witnesses 
was Dora Adele Smith, the 16-year-old daugnter 
of the murdered woman. She said her father 
entered the rooms Saturday afternoon through 
a window. * My mother,” said she, ** took father’s 
sachel and told himtogo. He grabbed the bag 
Mother said to him then, 
*You have wrenched my wrist.’ To this father 
replied, ‘You ought to haveyour -— neck 
wrenched.* ”’ 

The Coroner's jury has not yet rendered a 
formal verdict. THE TIMES’s correspondent 
visited the murderer in the hospital this even- 
ing. Though he lay upon an invalia’s cot his 
features were of a healthful color, and the 
brawny arms above the spreads bespoke the wis- 
dom of a guard at hand to prevent the brute’s 
escape. The self-inflicted razor wound upoo his 
throat is healing rapidly, and there is no ques- 
tion of his speedy recovery. He answered ques- 
tions as to his age, which he gave as 48 and his 
birthplace as New-York, but would say no more, 
He complains of pain in his head, and it is be- 
heved he is preparing to have insanity pleaded 
for him. 








LOSSES BY FIRE.

Fire was discovered yesterday after- 
noon in Sharp’s furniture store, at Monterey, 
Schuyler County, N. Y.,and ina few minutes 
the whole building was in flames.

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PHILADELPHIA SYNDICATE BEGINNING 
WORK IN THE SOUTH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 1.—The Philadelphia 


Times will say to-morrow that Gas Trustees 
James McManes and James Work, City Council- 
man Jobn Bardslee, H. T. Fenton, E. A. Gaskill, 
W. H. Goodin. and R. M. Evans have gone into 
the railroad business In one of the Southern 
States with far-reaching possibilities in the 
future. The eight gentlemen compose a syn- 
dicate which has purchased the Jamesville 
and Washington Road, of North Carolina. 
They are to begin relaying the road at once with 
new 50-pound steel rails,and are to run two 
trains a day from each place. It is also stated 
that the same syndicate contemplates making 
running arrangements with the Norfolk and 


Western Road, and to apply for a charter to run 
a road from Buckland to Jamesville, Gates 
County, and from Washington to Goldsborough, 
and thence on to Wilmington.

Be- 
fore reaching the Atlantic Coast Line passen- 
gers pass Over the Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore, the Raltimore and Potomac, the Al- 
exandria and Fredericksburg, the Richmoad, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac, the Richmond and 
Petersburg, and the Petersburg Railroads. The 
first three roads are controlled absolutely by the 
Pennsylvania Road. The New-York, Philadel- 
phia and Norfolk Road, which runs through the 
peach country in Delaware and the eastern 
coastwise peninsula of Virginia, has a connec- 
tion at Norfolk with the Norfolk and_Western 
Railroad, which leads out to Roanoke, 
Atlanta, Bristol, Cuattanooga, Memphis, and 
points in the Southwest. It also has 
a connection with the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad at Old Point Comfort for points 
in the West and Southwest. At Portsmouth, 
across trom Norfolk, it has a connection with 
the Seaboard and Roanoke Railroad, and over 
that reaches the Atlantic Coast Line at Weldon. 
The Seaboard and Roanoke Road is controlled 
largely by the great steamboat lines centring 
at Norfolk. One of them—the Old Dominion 
Steamship Company, a very important organi- 
zation—bas found that it cannot successfully 
compete either in freight or passengers with the 
New-York, Philadelphia and Norfolk Railroad 
Company. whose terminus is at Cape Charlies. 
Jonn M. Robinson is the Vice-President of the 
Old Dominion Steamship Company and Presi- 
dent of the Seabord and Roanoke Railway Com- 

any. 

“ What has this to do witn the McManes-Work 
railway syndicate ?”’ was asked. 

Some day that amicable arrange- 
ment of transfers over the roads wentioned 
might cease, and then Mr. McManes and his col-

MR. FIELD’S PROTEST. 

Boston, Feb. 1—The New-York and 
New-England bond sale question appeared ina 
new form inthe Legislature to-day. Late this 
afternoon a petition was received in the House 
from Brewster, Cobb & Estabrook, the brokers, 
whose bid in behalf of Cyrus W. Field and others 


was rejected, asking for an investigation, for in- 
demnification for their loss, and for legislation to 
regulate the sale of securities belonging to the 
Commonwealth. The petition is as foliows: 

“Your petitioners respectfully represent thut they 
are citizens of Massachusetts, and area firm of bankers 
and brokers doing business in Boston; thatin reply to 
a public proposa: issued by the ‘'reasurer of this Com- 
monwealth, calling }or proposals to buy $1,840,0U0 
bonds of the New-York and New-Englaud Railroad 
Company, the property of the Commonwealth, they 
duly made a bona fide offer of ¥5}< per cent. for 
these bonds: that this offer was the highest maae, 
the only other being one of SS per cent.; that 
their offer was rejected and an offer of 90 per cent. ac- 
cepted, accompanied by conditions not contained in 
the proposals and foreign thereto; that by this course a 
joss of $¥4,000 was sustained by the Commonwealth, 
and your petitioners were injured and aggrieved. 
Wherefore your petitioners ask the attention 
ot yonr honorable bodies to these facts and 
pray «a full and open and £*fair  investiga- 
tion thereof and that your petitioners may re- 
ceive fair and competent indemnification from the 
Commonwealth for their loss in the premises, and also 
that such Jegisixntion may take place as muy. prevent 
the recurrence of simtiar proceedings and may fully 
regulate the sale of securities belonging to the Com- 
monwealth by providing for their sale at the highest 
price obtainable ut public cfiers therefor, or by such 
other legislation as to your honorable body may seem 
meet.”’

A PASSENGER POOL IN PIECES. 

CuicaGo, Feb. 1.—The Chicago, St. Louis 
and Missouri River Passenger Association finally 
went to pieces to-day over the question 
of the Northwestern business) When the 
association met it was found that the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul stubbornly refused to 
recede from its position, that the St. Paul and 
Milwaukee business must be either taken into 
the association or provided for in a separate ar- 
rangement. Otherwise it would not recall 
its notice of withdrawal from the pool. 
The Rock Island was equaliy determined 
that this concession should not be made to the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. The Rock Island peo- 
ple said they were not opposed to some sort of 
an agreement on St. Paul business, but would not 
consent to such an arrangement in open meeting, 
until the Milwaukee and St. Paul took back its 
notice of withdrawal. This the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul refused to do,and when the members 
of the association learned of the determination 
of the two roads they adjourned sine die. 

The Southwestern Missouri River lines, which 
include all the roadsin the old association ex- 
cept the Chicago and Northwestern and the 
Miiwaukee and. St. Paul, will meet to- 
morrow to try and form an agreement 
on Southwestern business. This covers all the 
business included in the old association except 
the Omaha and Council Bluffs and the St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. The roads running to those 
points are equally interested in maintaining 
rates and a war is not considered likely.

BUYING A ROAD. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 1.—It 1s said to-day 
that the Canadian syndicate, representatives of 
which made an inspection trip over the Cincin- 
pati, Wabash and Michigan Railroad last week, 
is already the owner of the property. This syn- 
dicate owns large iron ore mines in the Lake Supe- 
rior regions, and it proposes to put on next-sea- 
sona line of steamers between its mines and 
Benton Harbor, and it further proposes to use 
this road to reach a murket for its iron 
ore. This syndicate is ready to purchase 
both of the rolling mills bere and put them in 
full operation. The syndicate proposes to ex- 
tend the Cincinnati, Wabash and Michigan to 
Rushville, Ind., where it will make direct con- 
nections for Louisville, Ky., and Cincinnati. 
Mr. Conrad, of the inspecting party, is quoted 
as saying that while it has purchased the road to 
furnish new markets for its iron ore, nothing 
will be left undone to build up its business, both 
of a local and through character. It looks upon 
the property as being a very valuable one, and 
speaks of it as being in excellent condition.

THE QUAKER BRIDGE DAM 


THE PROJECT DISCUSSED BY THE 
UNION LEAGUE COMMITTEE, 

‘RECOMMENDATIONS FOR STORING THE CITY’S 
WATER UNTIL THE NECESSITY OF THE 
GREAT DAM IS MADE APPARENT. 

The special committee of twenty-one 
‘appointed by the Union League Club to consider 
the advisability of constructing the proposed 
Quaker Bridge Dam in connection with the new 
pnqueduct, and to report upon the best system of 
storing the water of the Croton shed for the use 
of the city, made its report to the Commissioners 
ofthe new agueduct on Saturday last. The re- 
port, which discourages the building of the 
Quaker Bridge Dam without further investiga- 
tion, is signed by the Chairman and Secretary of 
the committee, and is as follows: 


The engineers of the Croton Aqueduct Commission 
ptate that on the completion of the new aqueduct we 
pught to have 30,000,000,000 gallons of additional 
ptorage. Where can we get this storage and have it 
ready by the time the aqueduct is finished? Unless 
ready at that date the new aqueduct in a drought can 
give us nO more water than theold, ‘two schemes 
gre proposed for this storage. Cneis a dam at Quaker 

ridge that would take from four to six years to 
build, and wouid hold 80,000,000,000 gallons of storage. 
The otber is to build whatever dams muy be necessary 
to put in operation some of the 10 reservoirs located 
and surveyed by the Croton Aqueduct Department 23 

ears ago upon the four branches of the Croton River 
nown as Hust Branch, Middle Branch, Weet Branch, 
end Muscoot River. 

Of the ten, four, A, B, C, and F, were located upon

he above reservoirs iaid out thereon is, according to 
hese surveys of the Croton Aqueduct Department, 

74 square miles, 

This area would yield us an average storable rain- 
fail of 26inches, which would be, omitting fractions, 
50,000,000 cubic feet of water to the square mile, or, at 
f% gallons per cubic foot, 450,000,000 gallons per 
pquare mile fora whole year. Multipiying this by the 
mumber of square miles, 174, and omitting rractions, 
gives us 78,000,000,060 gallons of storable water that 
would come into these reservoirs per year on these 
four branches. But the capacity of EK and G, (Boyd's 
Corners and Brewsters,) already built, and A, B, C, D, 
¥F, H.1, J, K, and L, awaiting to be built, is only 53,0U0,- 
000,000 gallons. The storable water—78,000,000,000 gal- 
Jons per year—would then fill these 12 reservoirs one 
and a half times each year—that is, once during 
the Spring freshet and half during the Fall 
freshet, and give us more than twice as much water 
storage each yearas would the Quaker Bridge Dam. 
There are three reservoir sites, M, N.and O, laid out 
pn the south side of the Croton River to which we 
have not reterred, for the reason that the engineers 
Buggest that they are not desirable sites. But the 
above reservoirs juid out upon the four branches 
would include only about one-nalf the drainage area 
pf the Croton Kasin. above Quaker bridge, and while 
these reservoirs were filling in the wet part of the 
peasonthe other haif of the drainage area of the 
Croton Basin would supply the aqueducts. But as 
f00on as a drought commenced the aqueducts would 
then begin drawing upon the 53,000,000,000 gallons 
stored up in these reservoirs. This supply stored dur- 
ingthe wet part of each season would furnisb the 
acueducts 300,000,000 gallons per day for six months if 
@ drought should continue so long. 

It would probably be many years before we should 
eed all of these reservoirs, and the sites of some are 
etter than others. One of these. upon the Muscoot 
iver, is pronounced by Engineer Church as good, if 

not better, even than the one built years ago at Boyd's 
Corners, near the head waters of the West Branch. 
‘While building the one already decided upon at Sodom 
and this one upon the Muscoot River, so as to have 
them dune und full by the time the aqueduct is done 
two anda half rears from this date, the Commission- 
ers will have ample time to have the other sites care- 
fully surveyed, select the best ones, xnd determine 
when and in what order they shall be buiit. It is ad- 
gmnitted that it willtake from four to six years under 
the most favorabie circumstances to build the Quaker 
Bridge Dam, and it may take much longer. This com- 
pels the construction at once of some of these smalier 
reservoirs, orthe aqueduct forsome years after it is 
completed wil! afford the city little or no relief. 

Anbother very great advantage of these several reser- 
voirs, some miles above, on the branches, over one 
alone down by the mouthof the aqueduct is that the 
water fromthem, besides being purer when first im- 
pounded, would, when wanted, have to fiow from 5 to 
20 miles over the rocky bedof the stream before 
reaching the mouth of the aqueduct, and so, though 
dead waier atihestart from the reservoir, would be- 
fore entering the aqueduct become living water thor- 
Oughiy aerated and healthful and agreeable to drink, 
wihilé if it was taken from one great Quaker Dam di- 
Fectiy intothe aqueduct it would be dead water, not 
serated, and would in that state enter our homes. 

This committee believe upon the best investigation 
they have been abie to make that the interests of the 
city in its water supply will be best promoted and se- 
cured by continuing for the present the same plan for 
storage of wa.er whic bas hitherto been adopted and 
pursued, nane'y, the plun of storing the water as far 
@s practicabie upon each of the four branches of the 
Croton River, known as the East Hranch, Middle 
Branch, West Branch, and Muscoot River. Vhis pian 
was adopted after great consideration by the abie-t 
men, looking to the best interest of the city, and it has 
hitherto secured to the city water as good as can be 
obtainea from the Croton Valley. By this plan the 
reservoir or reservvirs upon One branch cannot in case 
of accident endanver the security of reservoirs upon 
the other branches, and the waterin one reservoir, if 
from any cause unfit for use. cannot contaminate the 
waters of other reservoirs, but it is possible to let it 

ut and ciean the filthy reservoirs without endanger- 
g the continuous supply of pure and wholesome 
water to the city from the reservoirs upon other 
branches. 
Yhis committee therefore eurnestly commend the 
decision of the Aqueduct Comoiissioners to build at 
once the reservoirs at or near Brewster's Station, com- 
only known as the Sodom Dams, and recommend 
hat the reservoirs to be provided by these dams be 
mede as large as practicable, and everywhere of suf- 
Becient depth to impound, preserve, and secure the 
greatest amount of pure and wiolesome water which 
can be sufely und prudently impounded therein. 
They earnestly recommend that the work upon these 
reservoirs be commenced as soon as practicable and be 
pushed to completion so that they shall be filled and in 
Operation »y the tiniethe new aqueduct is completed. 
This committee vlso recommend that the other sites 
Yor reservoirs uvon the four severai branches of the 
Crotou heretofore surveyed and pronounced good 
sites by the Croton Aqueduct Department be re-ex- 
gimined as s90n 25 practicable. so that such of them as 
mzy be found practicable and convenient for the 
piorage of pure and wholesome water may be deter- 
foined and buiit and ready to be occupied as fast as the 
wunts of the city may hereafter require them. 
This committee also recommend that the proposed 
ite ior the reservoir upon Croton River below the 
unction of its branches, at or near Muscoot Mountain, 
e carefully surveyed and the extent ot the area to be 
flowed by it carefully ascertained; also, that the depth 
to which this reservoir ought to be excavated through- 
out its whole area and cleared of vegetable deposits so 
ws to preserve and provide for ithe city only pure and 
wholesome wuter should be carefully ascertained, 
together with the probable cost of such excava- 
flon: and that such reservoir if built, shall 
de secured inthe best manner practicable from con- 
tamination froin the surrounding territory of villages 
or works ofany kind tending to make the water im- 
pure. lf, upon such survey and ascertainment of the 
cost Of excavation and providing adequate means for 
fecuring the purity of its water, the Aqueduct Com- 
gnission shall be of opinion that this reservoir ought to 
be built in orderto secure and preserve from waste 
anv waters which cannot be impounded with equal 
safety and economy upon the several branches of the 
Croton above Muscoot Mountain, then this commite 
tee recommend that this reservoir be built in such 
muoner as to impound the largest amount of pure and 
wholesome water practicable, and that it be so built as 
to be safe and secure against possible accident or dan- 

er from drawing down the waters which may be be- 
ow it or from rupture of any of the dams above it, 
gndthat it be also so built as to operate most efiicient- 
Jy with the Quaker Bridge Dam if that shouldever be- 
come vecessury. 

4 his committee also recommend that the decision as 
to whetner or not the proposed great dam, known as 
the Quaker Bridge Dam, shall be built, be reserved for 
Surther and mosi careful consideration by the Aque- 
duct Commission until after the amount of water 
which may be safely and economically impounded in 
the dams on the four branches shall be ascertained 
end, if for the interests of the city, the dams to 
impound it built. We shall then know whether the 
Quaker Bridge Dam ts required or not,and if not re- 
quired, the city will escape the expense, danger, and 
risk of thisdam; butif requiredthe city will by that 
ime be much better able than at present to beur the 

eavy costuf that gigantic and experimental struct- 


are. 

A strong point in favorof the new aqueduct wholly 
jn a tunnel! is its safety from sudden destruction by an 
enemy. Kutif the water to supply it is impounded in 
one big dam at Quaker Bridge the daoger would be 
Jargely increased and the flood of outgoing water 
would sweep otithe Croton Dam. Both aqueductsand 
the city would then ina single night and for a long 

riod be deprived wholly of water and the advantage 
of an aqueduct ina tunnel would be lost. While. if the 
water was impounded in a number cf reservoirs on the 
upper branches of the river, this disaster could not be 
brought upon us without blowing up all three dams. 

This committee aiso further suggest that the Com- 
missioners, before any further decision is made by 
them as to the building of Quaker Bridge Dam, emp oy 
geveral (not Jess than three) civil engineers of weil 
Known capacity, experience, and judgment to study 
this whole question of the Quaker Bridge bam and the 
water supply through it to the city, especiuily us to the 
necessity, cost, advisability, practicability, and satety 
to people and property below it of such a gigantic dam 
BL Bosker Bridge, and report on each of the ubove 
points individually to said commission; neither of said 
engineers seiected to be from among those in the em- 

loy of the Department of Public Worés of the city of 
Kew-York nor of the commission; nor from among 
tnose who have heretofore given an opinion upon the 
pecessity, advisability, or practicability of bullding the 
proposed Quaker Bridge Dam. .

DEFINING THE CITY DEBT, 


—-eo-——- A 
JUDGE J. F, DALY’S DECISION AFFIRMED 
BY THE GENERAL TERM. 


The decision of Judge J. F. Daly that 
the city bonds or stock in tne possession of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners yet represent an 
existing valid indebtedness of the city was af- 
firmed by the General Term of the Court of 
Common Pleas yesterday. In the opinion of the 
court, written by Judge Bookstaver and con- 
curred in by Chief-Justice Larremore and Judge 
Beach, the following conclusions are reached: 
“That there is no law or ordinance which provides 
forthe extinguishment of the debt represented by 
the stocks and bonds purchased and held by the 


Commissioners of the Sinking Fund; that the 
Commissioners are Trustees for both the city 
and its creditors; that the Commissioners hold 
the sinking fund in trust for the city and its 
creditors, although it is derived directly from 
the corporation and its taxpayers; that the 
jega) title to the fund is in the Trustees, and 
not in the city; that the Trustees are authorized 
to invest this fund in any other securities than 
city stock under certain circumstances; 
that they are authorized to sell city 
stock purchased by them and belonging 
to the funa, the same as any other 
securities, except that when the city stocks are 
sold they are required to purchase others hav- 
ing a shorter time to run, and therefore pre- 
sumably cheaper; that this is inconsistent with 
the idea that they are canceled; that interest is 
paid on the securities held by the Commissioners 
the same as upon those held by the public; that 
this interest is invested the same as other funds, 
and is compounded, * * * and that therefore 
the securities in the sinking fund must be re- 
garded as an existing indebtedness within the 
meaning of the constitutional amendment. 

“ If,” the opinion ran on, ** the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund held, instead of city 
stocks, United States bonds or other securities, 
it could not be contended for a moment that 
they should be deducted from the total! indebted- 
ness, and we do not see why the stocks and bonds 
ofthe city do not stand in precisely the same 
position. * * * Theappellants ask how much 
would be required to pay the city debt at the 
Caer gead time, and we frankly answer $92,691,800. 

sut this is not because the bondsin the sinking 
fund are now paid and extinguished, but because 
if the debt were now paid the trust reposed in 
the Commissioners would at once cease and the 
bonds would by the terms of the trust, and 
not otherwise, be then canceled. If we are right 
in regarding the bonds as property held in trust, 
then there is still another reason why they can- 
not be canceled or regarded as redeemed. There 
are now outstanding stocks and bonds to an 
amount exceeding $17,000,000 which are made 
payable, principal and interest, out of the sink- 
ing fund, and for which the creditors have no 
other security than the revenues of the sinking 
fund and the bonds belonging to it.” 





BUTTER TRADE AGITATED. 


WHAT IS APPARENTLY AN ATTEMPT TO 


CRUSH OUT OLEOMARGARINE 

The wholesale butter trade, from Canal- 
street to the Battery, is being agitated by the 
circulation of a document, which reads: 

“We. the undersigned.dealers in dairy products, here - 
by state that we do not sell oleomargarine, butterine, 
orany imitations of butter. Buyers from us can rely 
upon getting pure and unadulterated goods.”’ 

Over 100 well known signatures are already ap- 
pended to the statement, the object of which is 
to press to the wall all dealers in imitation but- 
ter. Much excitement was caused yesterday 
afternoon, when one dealer refused to sign his 


name until another had erased his, in default of 
which he declared he would publicly expose the 
latter on the floor of the Exchange; and again 
there was a violent obstruction when one*ot a 
firm of three partners who are not engaged in 
any spurious trade declared that if the firm’s 
name was —_ on that paper, be would publish a 
ecard exculpating himself. No doubt when the 
statement has secured the signatures of a ma- 
jority ot the 300 dealers it will be printed and 
sent throurh the State to the dairymen and to 
the Retail Grocers’ Association. 

The object of the document, as stated by one 
of its supporters, is to find out what menin the 
trade sell oleomargarine, support the State Dairy 
Commission, and show how it is supported by 
the legitimate trade. One merchant who re- 
fused to sign the paper, while claiming that he 
did not sell or receive oleomargarine, refused to 
attach his signature on the ground that the mere 
declaration amounted to nothing. He thought 
that many merchants would not sign the docu- 
ment who did not and did not intend to 
handle oleomargarine, and that many were 
Mkely to sign it who did handle the 
imitution at the time of the signature. He 
believed that the ultimate object was to 
distribute the document among producers, 
with the expectation that the absent names 
would be avoided in the distribution of produce. 
It is explained that “ will not’ was erased from 
the heading because some merchants were un- 
willing to make a pledge for the future in case 
oleomargarine could be handled without viola- 
tion of law. The reason given by those starting 
the paper is that some dealers are handling oleo- 
margarine and are thus taking an unfair ad- 
vantage of their neighbors. Public exposure is 
to be the penalty for an untrue declaration. 

The dealers in oleomargarine claim tnat this 
movement is anything buta fair dea); that it 
will breed dissension among the butter men, for 
some willassume that all who do not sign it sell 
imitation butter. But they think this agitation 
will in the end help oleomargarine, 





MR. STEPHENSON'S CHARGES. 


MAKING GRAVE ACCUSATIONS AGAINST CAS- 
TLE GARDEN EMPLOYES. 

Cemmissioner Edmund Stephenson has 
sent a letter to President Henry A. Huribut, of 
the Emigration Board, declining to continue as 
@ member after the expiration of his term on 
the llth inst. In his letter Mr. Stephenson 
charges grave crimes upon employes at Castle 
Garden, specifying several cases in which he de- 
clares the guilty parties were the appointees ot 
his fellow-Commissioner, Charles N. Taintor. He 


also charges that gentleman and Commissioner 
Ulrich with endeavoring to retain incompetent 
men upon the rolls of the department. The 
crimes charged against the employes are the 
maltreatment and outrages of emigrant girls 
and the pilfering of stores and supplies from 
Ward’s Island. The men whom the retiring 
Commissioner accuses he says have been protect- 
ed by Mr. Taintor and Mr. Ulrich. 

The latter gentleman said yesterday that so 
far as he was concerned there was absolutely no 
basis of truth for the charges. He had always 
voted for the discharge of incompetent men, 
and approved the prompt dismissal of the men 
occasionally found to have been guilty of 
offenses against the emigrant girls, He regard- 
ed Mr. Stephenson’s letter as similar in 1ts opera- 
tion to an old-fashioned blunderbuss—more 
dangerous to the man at the breech than to 
those in front of the muzzle. Commissioner 
Taintor said: “J have nothing to say about the 
matter except thatI know of nocriminals in 
the employ of the commission, and wouid 
promptly vote for the dismissal ot any one found 
guilty of any offense against the laws. There 
are seven members of the commission, and why 
ITand Mr. Ulrich should be singled out by Mr. 
Stephenson I cannot imagine. If there are any 
criminals in the department not alone Mr. Ul- 
rich and myself, but every member of the com- 
mission would, I am sure, vote to discharge 
apy such employe.” 

A member of the commission, speaking of the 
charge that articles had been stolen from Ward’s 
Island, said that the matter had been thorough- 
ly investigated by the Ward's Island Committee 
and found to be false, Mr. Stephenson himself 
admitting that the charge was not proved. The 
employe socharged was Farm Keeper Voss, and 
the investigation revealed that be had simply 
taken his soiled clothes to Harlem to be washed. 
This, he said, was the sole basis for the charge.

FIGHTING FOR DELAY. 


MR. SHARP'S LAWYERS SECURE ANOTHER 
ADJOURNMENT. 

When Judge’ Barrett opened court yes- 
terday, in the Supreme Court, Chambors, the 
crowd present to hear the testimony of Jacob 
Sharp and bis associates in the suit against the 
Broadway Surface Railroad filled every inch of 
space in the room, and the lawyers had to vigor- 
ously fight their way through the throng to get 
within speaking distance of the Judge. The 
lawyers present included Elihu Root and Robert 
Sewell for plaintiffs, Frothingham and Thomas, 
ex-Judge Hawes for Mrs. Hugh Hastings, and 
Joseph HB. Choate and W.C. Gulliver tor Mr. 


Sharp. The latter was not in court. When Presi- 
dent James W. Foshay, of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avénue Railroad Company, had been 
called Mr. Choate said: “If suppose he is here, 
but an appeal bas been taken on the part of the 
defendants from the order of the General Term 
directing the examination to proceed. This ap- 
peal has been taken to the Court of Appeals and 
perfected by the usual bond, as required by the 
code. I think I can satisfy my friends on the 
other side that in consequence the examination 
cannot proceed.” . 

Judge Barrett interrupted at this point with 
the remark: ‘** There is no way that the proceed- 
ings can be stayed except by an order trom the 
court.”” Mr. Choate thereupon asked for an op- 
portunity to argue the matter, but the court 
briefiy declined to entertain the question, giving 
Mr. Root the chance to putin: ‘** Your Honor 
will perceive that these motions are in fact stays 
in themselves, and we have already been sub- 
jected to many of them.’ The court, turning 
to Mr. Choate, said: ** The nny gon way is to ap- 
ply foran order. At presentI can do nothing 
but to take a default or swear the witness.” 

Mr. Choate said he had po objection to the 
calling of the witness, and Mr. Foshay appeared 
from among the crowd of spectators and was 
sworn. He was not examined, however, as the 
lawyers had inthe meantime arranged among 
themselves to have the case go over until to- 
morrow morning, when the motion for astay 
will be argued. The examination, it was also ar- 
ranged, should go on at the office of Sewell, 
Pierce & Sheldon. In making this arrange- 
ment Mr. Koot said that as Mr. Foshay had 
been sworn it was not necessary to keep the other 
defendants in court, but that the former ar- 
rangement, whereby Mr. Choate agreed to pro- 
duce them in court when needed, might be con- 
tinued. Ex-Judge Hawes, turning to Mr. Choate, 
asked: * Will yon he responsible for them ?”’ 
The latter replied, somewhat curtly: ‘** I cannot 
hold six or eight men in hand. They assure me 
they will come when wanted. I suppose they 
will, but I will not be their custodian.’’ Then, 
addressing the court, he said: ‘‘ Now that the 
court and the demands of justice have been satis- 
fied I formally ask that the matter go over until 
Wednesday, when we may make an application 
fora stay pending an appeal to the Court of 
Appeals.” 

Judge Barrett assented and the proceedings for 
the day terminated. Subsequent to the hearing 
in court Mr. Foshay, with the lawyers, visited the 
office of Mr. Sewell and formally identified sun- 
dry books of the railway company, including the 
cash book, journal, and ledger, and the dates coy- 
ered by each. When this had been completed the 
further examinatien was suspended to await lhe 
result of the hearing to-morrow.

TWELVE HOURS ON THE CARS. 


NEW RUNNING ARRANGEMENTS FOR 

CONDUCTORS AND DRIVERS, 

The drivers and conductors on 46 cars of 
the Fourth-Avenue Railroad making trips be- 
tween the Post Office and Eighty-sixth-street 
are dissatisfied with the new time table which 
went into effect yesterday. Several weeks agoa 
notice, was issued that from Feb. 1 the men 
would be expected to work only 12 hours a day, 
for which $2 would be paid. The newtime table 
puts 240 drivers and conductors within the 12 
hour limit, but compels 92 men running cars 
to Eighty-sixth-street to{make six full trips. 
Each trip occupies 2 hours and 12 minutes, 
aud this, with half an hour in the middle 
of the day for dinner, keeps them away 
from their homes at least 14 hoursevery day of 
the year. Forthelhour and 12 minutes over- 
time thus actually worked the company gives 
the men 20 cents a day, which is but the bare 
average working rate. Hence the men are very 
much discontended. They would naturally pre- 
ter to work 12 hours daily for $2 to 13 hours and 
12 minutes for $2 20. They think the company 
ought to give them $2 for five full trips a day, 
which, with 30 minutes for dinner and the few 
minutes invariably lost on the closely computed 
time for each trip. would be fully 12 hours per 
day. Alfred Skitt, Superintendent of the road, 
said yesterday that after April 1, when the 
snow and bad weather had ceased to give so 
much extra trouble some modifications might 
be made on the time table for the benefit of the 
men on the long trips. 

The Third-avenue conductors are all appar- 
ently pleased with a similar change on that road. 
A conductor, who runs on the long route to 
Harlem during the day, said that formerly he 
was obliged to be on hand at the stables at 5:80 
inthe morning, but now reported at 6:40. The 
round trip from Harlem took 2 hours and 42 
minutes, and he now made four trips instead of 
five as under the old arrangement. On his last 
trip he reached Harlem at 7:22, and was relieved 
from duty aboutan hour earlier than formerly. A* 
conductor who runs on the short route to Sixty- 
fifth-street was equally pleased. The round trip 
took 80 minutes, and 8 trips was the new rule in 
place of 10 under the old. In the matter of rests 
the time table for the short route did not favor 
the men as much as the table of the Harlem 
route, but the reduction was inconsiderable, 
and the 12-hour rule was a welcome reform to 
al) the men and worked satisfactorily.

BRIBERY IN THE AIR. 


ROO eS 
JUDGE COWING CALLS ATTENTION TO RU- 
MORS FLOATING ABOUT. 

The Grand Jury for the month of Feb- 
ruary was sworn in by Judge Cowing yesterday. 
Mr. Oliver K. King, a broker, of No. 53 Wall- 
street, was selected as foreman, “If men wouid 
only cease from committing crimes,”’ said the 
Judge in making his charge, “and criminals 
take a vacation there would be no need of the 
services of a Grand Jury. But while men will 
continue to violate the laws of the land Grand 
Juries will have to indict and courts will have 
to punish offenders. The atmosphere at present 
is full of rumors of bribery. he persons who 
are guilty of this offense are more despicable 
than the burglars or thieves that daily appear in 
our courts.” ‘ 

Judge Cowing in speaking of bribery said that 
he was prompted to make allusions to that spe- 
cies of crime by the rumors that are prevalent. 
He honed to see some of the persons accused in- 
dicted and put behind the bars. The Judge said 
he did not care to have the jury pay any great 
attention to rumors, but he hoped if a case war- 
ranted it to see an indictment brought against 
any: person or persons so charged.

TRE BEST WAY TO REFORM CONVICTS. 

The Baptist ministers yesterday were en- 
tertained and instructedin regard to prison re- 
form, William M,F. Round related bis experiences 
and conclusions asa delegate to the recent conven- 
tion of prison associations at Rome. Mr. Kound 
thought not only that convicts should be sur- 


rounded by Christianizing influences, but that 
they should be so employed as to rouse in them 
incentives to honest industry. The contract sys- 
tem, Mr. Kound thought, was to be unqualifiedly 
condemned, as it only kept convicts debased. 
As the desire of acquisition was one of the 
strongest in human nature, it seemed to prison 
reformers that convicts could be helped jn no 
way better than by asystem that would reward 
industry in some way, by providing extra com- 
forts for the prisoners who did the best at their 
work, or by lightening or changing labor as a 
reward for good behavior, or by furnishing some 
other incentive for good conduct and industry. 
Judge Wayland, Deanof the Yale Law School, 
followed Mr. Round in urging the reformation of 
convicts while in prison. There was no more 
sense, he said, in turning loose an unreformed 
convict than in letting a lunatic go free.

VESSEL AND CARGO A TOTAL LOSS. 

The steamship Philadelphia, which ar- 
rived yesterday from La Guayraand other Vene- 
zuelan ports, brought as passengers Capt. Mc- 
Gough, Mate McGough, and three seamen of the 
British bark Robert Porter, which was recently 
lost in the Guif of Maracaibo. Capt McGough 


reports that be left Bonaire for Boston with a 
cargo of salt on Dec. 12. The vessel met with 
heavy weather soon after leaving portand sprang 
a leak. Although the pumps were kept going 
constantly the crew were unable to keep the 
hold free from water, Capt. McGough attempted 
to anchor at Amba, but there being no harbor 
there for vessels of the Porter’s size he kept 
along the coast and finally went ashore on Dec. 
29 in the Gulf of Maracaibo. At first the pros- 
pects of getting off seemed good, but the greater 
portion of the crew deserted and Capt. McGough 
was at length obliged to abandon the vessel and 
cargo, both of which proved a total loss. The 
Captain, with the mate and three men who had 
remained by him, went to Curacoa, where they 
applied to the British Consul, who arranged for 
their passage tc this port on the Philadelphia. 
The Robert Porter measured 799 tons, and was 
built in 1865 at Searsport, Me. She was owned 
by D. & J. Maguire, of Quebec.

DISMASTED BY A HUGE WAVE. 
The Norwegian bark Tordenskjold, Capt. 
Gundersen, which arrived last evening from 
Bahia, brought the crew of the British brig 
Elizabeth, which was abandoned in a sinking 
condition on Jan. 23. Capt. Stephenson, of the 


lost vessel, stated that he sailed from Locke Port, 
Nova Scotia, for Barbadoes, with a cargo of fish 
on Jan. 12. On Jan. 14, when the vessel was in 
latitude 40° and longitude 63°, she was caught 
in a violent northeasterly gale. One enormous 
wave etruck the foremast and carried it 
away. The falling mast dragged with it the 
maintopmast and the jibboom, with all the sails 
attached. After the débris had been cleared 
away it was found that the vessel had sprung a 
leak. The pumps were manned, and the dis- 
masted vessel drifted about for nine days. On 
Jan. 23, while the brig was ina sinking condi- 
tion, the bark Tordenskjoid came up and took 
off the distressed crew. Theshipwrecked sailors 
will report to-day to the British Consul, who will 
probably send them to their homes. The Eliza- 
beth was built at Jordan River, Nova Scotia, in 
1876, and measured 104 tons. She was owned by
